Sac/of Blunt Amid Pomp 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - More 


than two million Egyptians 
chanted a joyous welcome to 
President Nixon Wednesday as 
he rode through the streets of 
this ancient capital to inaugurate 
a new era in American 
diplomacy in the Middle East. 


Then, amid the pomp of a 


state dinner, their president, 
Anwar Sadat, bluntly told Nixon 
that the United States must do 
more to settle the Palestinian 
question — "the crux of the 
whole problem" in the troubled 
region. 


He also declared again that 


Egypt would fight if necessary to 


regain territory now occupied by 
Israel. "It is inevitable for a 
country like Egypt... to regain 
its territory either through 
peaceful means or by might," 
Sadat said. 


Nixon skirted direct responses 


to Sadat's challenges, saying "I 
did not 'come with ready-made 
solutions" to decades-old 
problems. They will require "a 
great deal of delicate diplomacy 
on the part of all parties in- 
volved," he said. 


The presidents' exchange of 


toasts at the dinner, on the 
grounds of Kubbeh Palace, in- 
jected a^tone of political reality

into what had been almost a 
euphoric mood of celebration on 
Nixon's arrival to launch a week- 
-long, five-nation tour of the Mid- 
dle East. Their aides had said 
talks that began'earlier would 
lay a strong foundation for peace 
and future relations. 


Stepping from the jetliner that 


carried him from Salzburg, 
Austria, Nixon had told Sadat: 
"It is a great day for both our 
countries." 


At the dinner, Sadat hailed 


Nixon's journey as "one of your 
major achievements" and said it 
marks a "manifest change of 
emphasis in yours and in 
American strategy.

Pabian, research geologist for 
the University of Nebraska and 
chairman of displays for the 
show, helped solve the 
"nuisance" problems which 
cropped up as the collectors 
moved into Exposition Hall. 


"Exhibitors would ask for a 


three-foot display area and then 
show up with a four-foot base," 
lamented Pabian, whose job it 
was then to shuffle and shift 
cases to accommodate all the 
displays.

This was a reference to policy 


shifts by the Nixon administra- 
tion which has led to rapidly im- 
proved relations with once- 
antagonistic Arab governments 
such as Egypt's. 


Moments later, Sadat sounded 


a hard line on the Palestinian' 
issue, telling Nixon the "real 
cause" of trouble in the Middle 
East was aggression by Israel 
against the Palestinian nation. 


The war between the new 


Israeli nation and the Arabs in 
1948 produced a large number of 
Arab refugees, many of whom 
still consider Israel's territory 
their homeland and have vowed 
to win it back. Many of these 
Palestinian Arabs live in shabby 
refugee camps in neighboring" 
Arab countries, and some take 
part in terrorist attacks against 
Israel. 


Saying he wanted to be candid 


to avoid misunderstandings in 
the future, Sadat declared there 
was "no other solution, no other 
road to durable peace" than 
settlement of the emotional and 
political issues concerning the 
Palestinians. 


Presumably the Egyptian 


president was touching on some 
of the issues he and Nixon had 
covered in their opening round 
of talks. 


Responding to Sadat's toast, 


Nixon nailed the Egyptian as a 
major new leader in the°Middle 
East and spoke of "new bilateral 
initiatives" that the United 
States seeks to undertake with 
Egypt. 


"I would be less than candid if 


I were not to say ... I did not 
come with ready-made solutions 
for these complex problems," 
Nixon told Sadat. He referred 
specifically to the Palestinian 
-question, on which Nixon and 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger have avoided any 
definitive stand in the past. 


He pledged, however, that the 


United States "will play a 
positive role" in keeping a per- 
manent peace in the Middle 
East. 


In words apparently aimed at 


the Soviet Union, Nixon added 
that "we have no desire to 
dominate any part of this area." 


He said the American goal is 


•twofold: "Tirst, peace in the 
area, and second, the rights of 
every nation and every people to 
achieve its own goals by its own 
ways ... without outside in- 
terference." 
. "We have started down a long 
road, but the road stretches on 
and we have a long way to go," 
Nixon said, later adding that his 
arrival in Cairo was "a day truly 
of a new beginning for all 
nations in this area."

two million people had thronged 
the streets to cheer Nixon and 
Sadat as they rode shoulder-to- 
shoulder in an open limousine

Prevention Of Burglary 
Not Too Difficult A Task

Before Off. Douglas Ahlberg 


arrived David and Joyce Birkel 
believed it would be difficult to 
break into then- home. 


"I don't think he'll find much," 


said Dave, a cable splicer with the 
Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. 


The visit had been arranged to 


provide a real-life example of what 
precautions a police officer would 
recommend to the average 
homeowner. 


It didn't take long before the 


BirkePs confidence evaporated. 


Rear Door 


One of the first things Ahlberg 


pointed out was the rear door. 


"A good burglar could take a 


credit card and be in here in....," 
Ahlberg snapped bis fingers. 


"Yeah, but take a look here," 


Dave said, pointing at the door 
jamb. "He'd have to get around 
this." 


Ahlberg conceded the jamb 


might make the task more difficult. 
But even if a credit card didn't 
work, he said, a burglar could easi- 
ly use a spark plug feeler gauge for- 
the job. 


Use Dead Bolts 


The way to eliminate the hazard, 


Ahlberg said, is to use dead bolts. 
A burglar cannot push a dead bolt 
back with the ease he can an or- 
dinary door lock. 


After admiring the new redwood 


deck at the rear of the couple's at- 
tractive home in east Lincoln 
Ahlberg went around the house to 
the garage. 


"I'll point out a bad habit we 


have," Joyce said. "We never lock 
our garage door. 


Ahlberg agreed that it was a bad 


habit. "It's very easy for someone 
to come into your garage, shut the 
door and work on the door to your 
house with no one the wiser," he 
said. 


Windows Secure. 


One one point their home was es- 


pecially secure, Ahlberg agreed 
with the Birkels. Their home's 
doublepaned windows are hinged 
to open only from the inside and 
many of the windows in the split- 
foyer home are high above the 
ground. 


"Like I said, the only way you 


can get into these windows is to 
break them," David said. 


That was good point to 


remember when protecting your 
home against burglaries, Ahlberg 
said. Any measure that will force a 
burglar to make noise is an effec- 
tive deterrent. 


Once you have secured your 


doors and windows, principle 
points of access for a burglar, what 
other measures can you take, es- 
pecially during acations, when a 
vacant home is vunerable? 


Neighbors Can Help 


"Basically, whe~n it comes to the 


security of your home neighbors 
'are great," Ahlberg said. 


"We always leave a key with the 


neighbor," Joyce said. 


"That's the best idea.in the 


world," Ahlberg said 


A neighbor, Ahlberg said, can do 


many things to make a home 
appear occupied to a burglar. A 
neighbor can pick up mail and 
remove advertisements hung on 
door knobs or newspapers. 


Check Daily 


Ahlberg also suggested that 


arrangements be made for a 
neighbor to check the home daily. 
A neighbor can open and close 
drapes during the day, Ahlberg 
suggested. 
• If a homeowner invests in light 
timers a neighbor can adjust the 
settings from time to time to avoid 
unnatural regularity. 


If a family goes on a vacation for 


a long period of time, Ahlberg said, 
it's important to have someone 
come over and mow the lawn. 


"Burglars aren't dumb. They'll 


case a place first," Ahlberg said. 


Nice and Quiet 


"Do you get many burglaries 


around here?" Joyce asked. 
"We've always felt pretty safe 
because it's a nice, quiet 
neighborhood." 


"Burglars are very mobile,'' 


Ahlberg responded. "But its true 
that some neighborhoods are more 
prone to burglaries than others." 


One other thing a vacationing 


family can do to deter a burglar is 
to call police and ask that officers 
check their home during the vaca- 
tion, Ahlberg said. Patrol officers 
will stop at your home daily during 
your vacation, or as often as 
emergencies permit. 


Nixon Said In On Second Cover-Up Try 


. Washington — Confidential memorandums 
prepared for some Democratic members of the 
House impeachment inquiry have concluded that 
President Nixon took an active part last year in 
attempts to develop a second Watergate cover-up 
plan when the first one •went awry. 
According to the memorandums, drafted by a 
member of the House Judiciary Committee staff, 
the President reacted to disclosures of the 
Watergate scandal in March and April last year by 
counseling dose associates to seek new trays to 
prevent the scandal from touching toe White 
House 


The staff analyses, two of which were obtained 


Wednesday by the New York Times, were based in 
part on Jndrciary Committee transcripts containing 
sections of taped White House conversation that 
were omitted from the edited transcripts Nixon 
made public April 30. 


Among the conversations cited in the two staff 


studies, bat either absent from the White House- 
edited transcripts or different from the versions 
published by the White House, were the following: 


—On March 17,1973, four days before Nixon has 


contended he first learned of the scope of the 
alleged cover-up, the President urged John W. 
Dean IE, then the White House legal counsel to try 
to prevent officials of the 1972 re-election com- 
mittee from inplicating H. R, Haldeman, who was 
the White House chief of staff at the time, in the 
scandal 


"We've got to cot Out off," Nixon was quoted in 


the committee transcript of the meeting. "We can't 
have Oat go to Haldeman." 


— In a long meeting with Dean and Hddenun on 


March 21, the President chuckled and insisted, 
despite Dean's statement that it was not true, that 
the White House cite a.coranHttee of Cato- 


Americans in Miami as the source of large cash 
payments to the Watergate burglars. 


— One day later, at the President's first meeting 


with John N. Mitchell, the former attorney general, 
after learning of Mitchell's alleged role in the 
cover-up attempt, Nixon told him to continue 
trying to contain the scandal. 
' 


The staff memo quoted Nixon as having said: 
"I don't give a (expletive) what happens. I want 


you to (unintelligible) stonewall it, plead the Fifth 
Amendment (unintelligible) else, if it'll 
(unintelligible). That's the big point" 


Nixon also was said to have told Mitchell, "Even 


up to this point, the whole theory has been contain- 
ment, as you know, John." 


— Is a series of comments at the meeting March 


22 last year, Nixon described his order to Dean to 
write a publishable report on the Watergate case as 
a device to mask the involvement of White House 
and campaign officials in the cover-up. 


The memo said Nixon had stated at one point 


that if the Senate Watergate Committee should call 
Dean as a witness, the White House would reply: 


"Now that's out Dean has — he makes the 


report Here's everything Dean knows. That's 
where, that's why the Dean report is critical" 


The last sentence, describing the Dean report as 


"critical" was missing from the White House ver- 
sion of the meeting. 


It could not be determined how widely the 


memos were distributed among members of the 
Judiciary Committee. The studies were drafted oy 
William P. Dixon, a lawyer on the committee staff, 
at the request of various Democratic members. 
They were made available Wednesday by a con- 
gressional official who favors the impeachment of 
the President 


In one of the memos, dated June 7, Dixon wrote 


that the material be tod.i 


bore on "possible direct presidential involvement 
in the cover-up of the cover-up of the Watergate 
burglary and other illegal activities." 


The second memo, dated June 4, stated that the 


committee transcripts could be "interpreted to 
support the assumption that the President never 
asked Dean to write a report for the purpose of 
giving him additional facts, but merely so it could 
be relied on as an excuse in the event things came 
"unstuck' and the President needed justification for 
inaction." 


Bad Crisis Seen 
For Natural Gas 


WASHINGTON <AP) - The Federal Power 


Commission said Wednesday that the natural gas 
shortage has worsened in the past year and will 
become a "severe crisis" over the next five years. 


Commission Chairman John N. Nassikas said 


that in coming months, natural gas supplies will fall 
nearly 10 per cent short of demand. He said that 
shortage is the equivalent of about 330 million 
barrels of oil. 


NassDcas, who testified before a House subcom- 


mittee, said the reduced supplies will mean that 
several areas of the country will experience major 
gas shortages during the coming year. 


He said the areas include New England, Ap- 


palachia, the Great Lakes, the Northern Plains and 
the Southeast

government officials rallied to the support of 
Secretary of State Kissinger Wednesday, urging 
that his reputation be cleared so he would not 
carry out his threat Tuesday to resign. 


The backing' took the form of speeches on 


Capitol Hill and even a resolution introduced late 
in the day by; 39 Senate Republicans and 
Democrats expressing high regard for Kissinger. 
The resolution;'sponsored by Sen. James B. 
Allen, D-Ala., will probably gain more signatures 
Thursday.

In addition, the administration seemed to 


seize on the Kissinger affair to step up criticism of 
the House Judiciary Committee, currently 
holding impeachment hearings on President 
Nixon. 


Leaks Charged 


Both Vice President Ford and Dean Burch, 


counselor to the President, charged the Judiciary 
Committee with.leaking derogatory information 
about Kissinger and said the committee should 
open its hearings to the public. 


At the State Department, the reaction was 


more subdued, and cautious than on Capitol Hill. 


Officials were stunned by Kissinger's 


emotional outburst in Salzburg, Austria, in which 
he said he would quit unless he was cleared by th£ 
Senate Foreign! Relations Committee of any=im- 
propnety in'the wiretapping of government of- 
ficials and newsmen. 


End The 'Nitpicking' 


Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., hi a Senate 


speech, called for an end to the "incessant nit- 
picking" over what Kissinger did or did not say 
about his wiretapping role. 


Commerce Secretary Frederick B. Dent at- 


tacked "the irresponsible assault" on Kissinger's 
honor and asserting that "I have confidence in his 
integrity " •: 


Most of th£ articles that have aroused 


Kissinger's ire have stemmed from information 
suggesting that Kissinger had not been complete- 
ly candid in previously discussing his role in the 
wiretapping of 17 officials and" newsmen from 
1969 to 1971. 


The charges" have been made periodically 


over the last year and were revived in connection 
with the Judiciary Committee's investigation of 
impeachment charges against Nixon. 


Newsmen l)eny It's Panel 


Burch, who insisted that the anti-Kissinger 


leaks were coming from the House Judiciary 
Committee, even.though newsmen maintained 
this was not so, said that Chairman Peter W. 
Rodino Jr. had lost control of his committee — a 
charge later denied by Rodino and a senior 
Republican on the committee, Robert McClory of 
Illinois. 


, At the State Department, officials, used to 


the "stiff upper lip" principle, were surprised at 
Kissinger's threat to resip, which many believed 
was unprecedented in State Department history. 


"What's amazing to me is that he thought it 


would do him any good," one senior official said 
today. 


"I think 'the reaction around here has ranged 


from totally cynical to totally anguished," 
another official sajd.

Another close aide said Kissinger's hour-long 


news conference "showed how super-sensitive he 
is to any criticism." 


Everyone interviewed at Foggy Bottom 


expressed the hope, with varying degrees of con- 
cern, that Kissinger, whose personal dynanism 
had raised the morale of the department in his 
eight months in office, would not resip out of 
pique. 


But several officials said they doubted that, 


despite Kissinger's threat, the issue would ever 
be resolved completely satisfactorily. 


Two Themes Emerge 


Two themes were struck consistently in con- 


versations: 


— The fact that Kissinger publicly said he 


might quit in the midst of an important presiden- 
tial trip underscored Kissinger's personal 
dominance in American foreip policy. "Can you 
imagine in the middle of a presidential trip any 
other secretary of state calling a press conference 
to say he might quit?" one State Department of- 
ficial asked. "Whatever his personal concern, his 
ego is astronomical." 


— The outburst made clear what many of his 


closest aides have said for years: that Kissinger is 
extremely thin-skinned about personal criticism. 
"I'd compare yesterday's performance with his 
attack on the French — highly emotional and 
exaggerated but based on a feeling that he was 
being personally abused," another official said. 


On the whole, officials queried tended to the 


view that Kissinger was probably free of any per- 
sonal impropriety but many questioned whether 
he should have made such an issue out of it. 


Committee OK Assumed 


It was generally assumed that the Senate 


Foreip Relations Committee would reconfirm 
its findings of last September that Kissinger was 
fit to serve as secretary of state. But many of- 
ficials doubted that Kissinger would be able to 
keep the issue out of the press or public discus- 
sion in the future. 


"It's a Pandora's box," one aide said. "I 


' don't think anyone can predict now the ultimate 
result of the press conference yesterday." 


Historically, Kissinger joins a long line of 


secretaries of state who have found themselves 
working long, thankless hours only to find 
themselves attacked by the press or Congress. 
Kissinger was the first known case of a secretary 
publicly threatening to resip over a matter of 
personal honor. 


A Perfectionist 


Kissinger has developed the reputation in the 


State Department for being a highly emotional 
perfectionist who can explode with anger at sub- 
ordinates. Some of his aides said his: news con- 
ference was evidence that he was frustrated over 
his inability to prevent the continuous charges 
appearing in the press suggesting that he had 
been less than candid in his previous statements 
on the wiretaps to the Foreip Relations Com- 
mittee. 


One associate said Kissinger was not bluffing 


about quitting if he were not cleared to his 
satisfaction. 


"He would not make that statement if he did 


not know the consequences," he said. 
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Ehrlichman May Not 
Have Separate Trial 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


federal judge said Wednesday a 
"substantial change" in Presi- 
dent Nixon's position on 
executive privilege may make 
unnecessary a separate, delayed 
trial for John D. Ehrlichman in 
the Ellsberg break-in case. 


"I think we should proceed on 


the assumption that possibly we 
are to be able to proceed with no 
severance or continuance of Mr. 
Ehrlichman necessary," U.S. 
District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell 
said. 


He said he will rule Thursday 


after conferring with lawyers in 
the case. 


Gesell modified his earlier de- 


mand that he be the final judge 
of 
what materials in 


Ehrlichman's files can be 
produced for trial. What ap- 
parently changed his mind was a 
sworn statement from presiden- 
tial lawyer J. Fred Buzhardt 
saying nothing remains in the 
files Ehrlichman 
subpoenaed 


"which bears on the issue of 
guilt or innocence". 


In effect, Gesell accepted the

FBI Reports On Wiretaps 
Went Jo Nixon, Kissinger 


WASHINGTON (AP) - PMfcta* Ntaon per- 


sonally received FBI report* on the wiretap 
placed on admiaMratioa officiate and newsmen 
in an effort to trace leaki of natkmal security in- 
formation, a Murce familiar with the entire sur- 
veillance program said Wednesday. 


The source told The Associated Press that FBI 


summaries, signed by J. Edgar Hoover, were 
delivered to the President and to Henry A. 
Kissinger at the White House. 


Nixon and Kissinger received the summaries 


from the time the wiretapping program began in 
May 1969 until June 1970, when, according to the 
source, Hoover ordered that they should be 
delivered to H. R. Haldeman, then White House 
staff chief. 


Haldeman continued getting the FBI reports 


until the program was terminated in February 
1971. 
" In a statement on May 22,1973, Nixon said he 
authorized the wiretapping in an effort to deter- 
mine the source of leaks of what he described as 
secret information that were endangering highly 
sensitive diplomatic negotiations. 


Eventually 17 persons, including 13 government 


officials and 4 newsmen, were placed under sur- 
veillance. In all cases the surveillance involved 
tapping their home telephones. In at least two 
cases, individual surveillance was also under- 
taken. 


The source said it never was clear whether 


Kissinger had initiated the wiretaps. 


The Washington Post on Wednesday published 


a memorandum identified as dealing with the sur- 
veillance program. The memo sent to William D. 
Ruckelshaus on May 13,1973, when he was acting 
FBI director, said, "It appears that the project of 
placing electronic surveillance at the request of 
the White House had its beginning in a telephone 
call to Mr. J. Edgar Hoover on May 9,1966, from 
Dr. Henry A. Kissinger."

other hostage, Fred Kinsler, 34, 
was dead. His motionless body 


had been spotted Tuesday, and it 
later was determined he had 
been shot twice — in the neck 
and chest. 


Police in bullet-proof vests 


with rifles and shotguns surged 
into the apartment once the 
child was freed, trained their 
weapons on Steele and ordered 
him to drop his gun. He meekly 
complied. 


A cheer arose from several 


hundred neighbors as the girl 
was carried out of the building in 
the south Jamaica section of 
Queens. A hospital examination 
showed her unaffected by her 
ordeal. 


Avril's mother, Peggy Kinsler, 


escaped from the apartment ear- 
ly Tuesday by lowering a 
bedsheet out a window. She told 
police Steele had pulled a gun 
during a quarrel.

NEW YORK (A P )- A 5-year- 
old girl was rescued unharmed 
Wednesday after 33 hours as 
hostage of a convicted killer and 
ex-mental patient who had holed 
up in an apartment in a low- 
income housing project. 
The child’s father was found 
shot to death in the apartment. 
He had been dead at least 24 
hours 
The thumb-sucking youngster 
was yanked to safety through the 
half-opened apartment door to 
end a cat-and-mouse police 
siege. 
It was the last in a series of 
cautious police rushes that freed 
little Avril Kinsler. Police said 
she had been held captive at 
times with a revolver pressed to 
her head by Floyd Steele. 56. a 
lodger in her parents’ apart­ 
ment. 
Avril had been allowed to 
open the apartment door to 
receive a cup of hot coffee for 
Steele. Detective Lt. Frank A. 
Bolz Jr. then held out a soft 
drink to the girl. 
As the youngster reached for 
the soda. Bolz grabbed her with 
his other hand and yanked her 
through the door. 
Police already were aware 
through peepholes drilled in the 
apartment wall that Steele’s 
other hostage, Fred Kinsler, 34, 
was dead. His motionless body 


had been spotted Tuesday, and it 
later was determined he had 
been shot twice — in the neck 
and chest. 
Police in bullet-proof vests 
with rifles and shotguns surged 
into the apartment once the 
child was freed, trained their 
weapons on Steele and ordered 
him to drop his gun. He meekly 
complied. 
A cheer arose from several 
hundred neighbors as the girl 
was carried out of the building in 
the south Jamaica section of 
Queens. A hospital examination 
showed her unaffected by her 
ordeal. 


Avril's mother. Peggy Kinsler, 
escaped from the apartment ear­ 
ly Tuesday by lowering a 
bedsheet out a window. She told 
police Steele had pulled a gun 
during a quarrel. 


Police said Steele had been 
drinking and apparently made 
advances toward Mrs Kinsler. 
Upon learning of her 
husband’s death, she screamed: 
"I don’t care I ’m going to get 
him. He killed my husband ” 


Steele had a record of 14 
arrests beginning at the age of 
18, including manslaughter con­ 
victions here and in Raleigh,

The Nixon Journey For Peace 


In general, the Lincoln League of 


Women Voters survey of area residents 
demonstrated a good reservoir of support 
for local government. The survey sought, 
mainly, to determine the public's attitude 
toward a full consolidation of city and 
county governments. 


The results showed considerably less 


than a majority in favor of full consolida- 
tion, with the opinion based largely on 
doubts about the size of government. The 
feeling of most respondents seemed to be 
that the larger, consolidated government 
would be further removed from and less 
responsive to the average person. 


The conclusion of the League from all 


of that is that a better informed electorate 
is essential to any future consolidation 
movement. We would share in that feeling. 


The skepticism of larger governmental 


units is one that has been well nurtured in 
Nebraska by the Republican party. 
Whether the party sold the people on this 
idea or the party picked up the thought 
from popular opinion, we would not 
suggest but that it exists is beyond ques- 
tion. 
\ 


We believe the fear of governments- 


size to be an unproven generality and 
would hope that the public might someday 
be educated to that thought. Certainly, a 


combined city and county government 
would not, by its sheer size, be necessarily 
bad or good. 


Once again, it is not the size of govern- 


ment but the stature of people who run it 
that makes the difference. Watergate, con- 
trary to what some politicians like to claim, 
was not the product simply of big govern- 
ment; it was the product of men who made 
poor value judgments. 


The danger in the big government fear 


syndrome is that it could easily deprive 
people of a definite improvement in their 
public affairs. Consolidation of city and 
county governments has had success 
ranging from modest to outstanding 
around the country. 


* 


Consolidation offers no guarantees but 


it does give us a potential. If we are to have 
any chance of realizing that potential, then 
it is essential that the inherent fear of 
government's size be somehow eliminated 
and a factual analysis of things substituted 
for it. 


The League survey results showed an 


overall good opinion of local government 
but with constructive aspirations for im- 
proved services. We ought not to arbitrari- 
ly deny ourselves one possible tool (con- 
solidation) for making such improvements. 


Dollar-Poor Economy 


The dollar-poor economy in which we 


live today might be described as one in 
which everyone has a fistful of bills but lit- 
tle real liquidity. In other words, they have 
a lot of money that isn't worth much. 


When one looks at most foreign coun- 


tries, the classic forms of poverty can be- 
easily seen. They are characterized by a 
lack of income to acquire ,the basic 
necessities of life. 


The key ingredient to one's economic 


welfare is not simply income, but what he 
can acquire with whatever income he has. 
Thus, a man may be poor on $5,OOQ-a-year 
income or a $15,000-a-year income, depen- 
ding upon the value of his dollar. 


When once in the Middle East, we 


were struck by the large number of small 
cars. The situation was just the reverse of 
what it was a few years ago in this country 
where .large cars were the rule and small 
ones the exception. 


That was the product in the Middle 


East of limited incomes by the vast majori- 
ty of people. Now, the situation is changing 
in this country, despite the relatively large 
average incomes of the U.S. middle class, 
and it promises to get worse rather than 
better.

U.S. Steel Corp. has announced an im- 


mediate but unstated price increase for 
some 25% of its product line, including 
materials used in new car construction. 
Thus, the price of cars will be going up 
again. 


Auto prices have already been on such 


a merry-go-round that dealers reportedly 
may well have a number of one-model cars 
with a variety of prices on them. One stan- 
dard two-door may be one price and 
another, exactly the same, a different and 
higher price. 


Of course, the energy shortage and the 


soaring cost of fuel have sent American car 
buyers scurrying to the small car market. 
The basic price of cars is likely to assure 
the continuation of this trend. Individuals 
will simply be too poor to be able to afford 
anything but the small cars. 


The U.S. Steel price hike comes in the 


face of 1973 profits of $325 million, more 
than double those of the previous year. 
That may or may not make U.S. Steel some 
kind of profiteer but it is one more sure 
sign that business and'industry have not 
bitten the anti-inflation bullet and that the 
value of all those dollars you earn is going 
to continue to be eroded.

ROME — President Nizon tnd 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger are 
going to have a tough time persuading 
Israel and the neighboring Arab states to 
make the concessions that will be 
necessary to obtain a peace settlement. 


That is the clear impression gathered 


from talks with U.S., Israel and Arab 
diplomats on the prospects for further 
progress in the Middle East peace efforts 
now that military disengagement has 
been achieved on the Syrian as well as 
Egyptians fronts with Israel. 


Complete withdrawal of Israeli forces 


from all the Arab territories occupied in 
the 1967 war remains the adamant de- 
mand of Egypt and Syria for a peace 
settlement. That includes return of the 


- Arab side of Jerusalem to Arab control. 


Israel is just as adamant in its in- 


sistence that Jerusalem must remain a 
unified part of the Jewish state and 
Israeli forces must retain control of some 
of the occupied territories, especially the 
Golan Heights and a Sinai Peninsula line 
running from El Arish on the Mediterra- 
nean to Sharm-El-Sheik on the Gulf of 
Aquaba.

U.S. diplomats who participated in 


Secretary Kissinger's negotiations with 
the Arab leaders believe Israel will have 
to give up virtually all of the occupied 
territories if there is to be a peace settle- 
ment. It is hoped in U.S. circles that 
Israeli leaders will realize that Israel's 
survival in the long-run is likely to depend 
on establishment of peaceful relations 
with its Arab neighbors. 


It is also hoped Israel can be persuaded 


to rely on international guarantees of its 
future frontiers. Secretary Kissinger has 
already said the United States is prepared 
to consider participating directly in such 
guarantees as part of a final peace settle- 
ment. 


Israeli leaders, however, have no con- 


fidence in the reliability of international

guarantees. They have no intention of 
risking the survival of the Jewish state on 
them. One of Israel's leading diplomats 
told me guarantees might be welcomed 
as an addition to "secure" borders but 
the latter were absolutely essential to 
enable Israel to defend itself in the event 
of a future Arab attempt to destroy the 
Jewish nation. 


Israel's past ^experience with inter- 


national guarantees of its security has not 
encouraged it to place any faith in future 
ones. A striking example was the manner 
in which Israel was let down by the big 
Western powers just prior to the outbreak 
of the 1967 June war. 


When Egypt, Syria and Jordan massed 


military forces on Israel's border in May 
of that year and Egyptian President 
Nasser was publicly threatening to wipe 
out the Jewish state, the Israeli foreign 
minister, Abba Eban, went to Paris to see 
President Charles de Gaulle. 


Eban reminded De Gaulle the French 


government had signed with Israel in 1957 
a bilateral agreement committing France * 
to come to the aid of the Jewish nation in 


fteeveattt

by the adghboriag Arab Mates. The 
Israeli foretga mtadster sought aamnaees 
that Prance still tateaded to respect that 
commttmeat. General de Gaulle, who 
professed such pride hi the how aad 
grandeur of Fnutee, replied:

As far back as 1950 the big three 


Western powers led Israel to believe they 
would, in effect, guarantee it from any 
Arab attempt to destroy it. The U.S., Bri- 
tain and France signed that year a tripar- 
tite declaration which implied they would 
act jointly to prevent any aggression 
across the Arab-Israel armistice lines. In 
May, 1967, the three Western powers let 
Israel know the declaration was a dead 
letter. 


At the end of the abortive Anglo- 


French-Israeli attack on Egypt in 1996, 
after Nasser had seized the Suez Canal, 
Israel was persuaded to withdraw its 
forces from the Sinai Peninsula on 
assurances that a United Nations peace 
force would protect its frontiers with 
Egypt. Those forces were withdrawn in 
1967 at the request of Nasser and the big 
powers did nothing about it 
'It was, according to my Israeli 
diplomatic sources, the realization that 
the Western powers would take no effec- 
tive action to protect Israel that led to the 
Israeli decision to strike first in 1967.

There is, the Israeli diplomats feel, no 


more reason today than there was in 1967 
to count on international guarantees. 
They cite the India-Pakistan war as 
evidence of the<contmued unreliability of 
such guarantees. Pakistan was a member 
of two Western-supported alliances — 
SEATO and CENTO — which called for 
mutual defense against aggression, but 
the pact was ignored when India invaded 
and dismembered Pakistan in 1971. 


Now the Israelis are being told they 


should have faith in the sincerity of the 
profeased willingness of the Egyptian and 
Syrian leaders to live In peace with Israel 
providing it accepts Arab conditions fora 
final settlement. However, a crisis of con- 
fidence has already occurred in Israel 
over Egyptian President Anwar Sadat's 
sincerity. 
Earlier this year he said that if Israel 


withdrew from all the occupied 
territories and there was a solution of the 
Palestine Arab refugee problem, he 
would sign a "real and honorable" peace 
agreement which recognized the perma- 
nent existence of the Jewish state. 


However, according to Israeli 


diplomatic sources, he told • recent 
meeting of Palestine Arab leaders la 
Cairo that Egypt will support the 
legitimate rights of the Palestine people 
as those rights are interpreted by the 
Palestine Liberation Orgaabatioi. 


The PLO leader, Yassir Arafat, has 


defined those rights as the replacement of 
Israel by a Palestine state in which all in- 
habitants, Arabs and Jews, would share 
equal rights. Since the Arabs would out- 
number the'Jews in such a state, it would 
mean the Jewish nation would cease to 
exist 


It is not only the double talk by the pre- 


sent Egyptian leader, but the uncertainty 
of who may succeed him or President 
Assad at some future time that convinces 
Israel it must rely for security on its own 
ability to defend itself. 


The importance of such territory as the 


Golan Heights and part of the Sinai 
Peninsula was starkly evident in the Oc- 
tober, 1973 war, when the Syrian army 
nearly overran the Israeli settlements on 
Lake Galilee and the Egyptian forces 
crushed the Israeli defense line on the 
Suez Canal. • 


For tiny Israel, territory represents 


more reliable security than Arab 
promises and international guarantees.

Two Searches For Martyrdom 


WASHINGTON — Doubtless Richard 


Nixon's Middle Eastern "journey for 
peace" has political overtones, but those 
who dismiss it as anti-impeachment 
maneuvering are probably mistaken. 
There may be other motivations. Bear in 
mind the President's intense fascination 
with Woodrow Wilson, whose own post- 
World War One "journey for peace," torn 
to shreds in the cockpit of U.S. politics, 
ultimately became a quest for mar- 
tyrodom. 


Mr. Nixon may be thinking as much of 


future chronicles as of impeachment 
strategy. Even if he is loudly cheered by 
crowds lining the roads from Cairo to 
Alexandria, Congress may not let Egyp- 
tian decibel-levels influence Watergate 
cover-up deliberations. 


Yet those cheers will go down in the 


history books; and if Richard Nixon, like 
Woodrow Wilson, is politically destroyed 
by his congressional foes even while 
travelling the world for "peace," future 
generations may be more impressed with 
diplomatic endeavor than domestic dis- 
asters. Today's school children read of 
Woodrow Wilson as a seeker for peace; 
more so, I think, than he deserves.

The last two years have made com-

parisons between Richard Nixon and his 
hero, Wilson, increasingly valid. First, of 
course, the pompous sloganry — "War to 
End All Wars," "A Generation of 
Peace," and the like. Second, a con- 
troversial excess of domestic surveillance 
and law-and-order tactics: If Richard 
Nixon had Watergate and Ellsberg break- 
in, then Wilson had the illegal searches 
and seizures of the "Red Scare" 
orchestrated by his attorney general, A. 
Mitchell Palmer. (Partly because of these 
tactics, Wilson became anathema to 
many U.S. liberals.) Third, both Nixon 
and Wilson were bitterly at odds with 
opposition-controlled Congresses. 


More than 50 years nave passed since 


Woodrow Wilson fought unsuccessfully 
for the League of Nations, and most of us 
have only vague impressions of the 
struggle. Not Richard Nixon: Wilson is 
his hero, and as the President goes to the 
Middle East in pursuit of his own 
blueprint for peace, the Wilsonian pram- 
pie is probably in his mind. 


For example, just before Mr. Nixon left 


for the Middle East, he told a throng of 
cheering supporters that he would never 
leave office, and that he would never 
abandon his quest for peace. The sainted 
Woodrow showed many of the same 
symptoms during his last two years in of- 
fice. 


WOODROW WILSON 


. at odds with his Congress 


He refused to make any compromises 


with Congress over the League of 
Nations, in one speech proclaiming: "I 
am ready to fight from now until all the 
fight has been taken out of me by death to 
redeem the faith and promises of the 
United States." As historian Richard 
Hofstadter put it, "Wilson was in search 
of martyrdom." 


One hesitates to attribute similar 


motivations to Richard Nixon, but the 
parallel is not without support. IDs 
homefront reputation is in tatters. He has 
badly mishandled Congress. His foreign 
policy "grand design" is at least in trou- 
ble, and the chances of a "generation of 
peace," while better in the Middle East, 
have been lessened in South Asia by the 
new nuclear capability of famine- 
endangered India. Over the last two cen- 
turies, the world has seen a war between 
major powers at least every 25-40 years, 
and nearly 30 years have passed since the 
end of World War Two. 


Given the overall political odds against 


the President, martyrdom for peace may 
be the best thing that history has to offer. 
In all fairness, Richard Nixon has made a 
larger mark in international affairs than 
Woodrow Wilson as a result of his Rus- 
sian, Chinese and Middle Eastern in-~ 
itiatives. 


It may be, then, that Mr. Nixon intends 


to "journey for peace" throughout the 
remainder of his time in office, convinced 
that his place in history, like Wilson's, 
will be secured notwithstanding domestic 
ignominy.

It is an absurd idea, of coarse, wMch is

Wo men Vo ters surv ey o f area residents 
demo nstrated a g o o d reserv o ir o f suppo rt 
fo r lo cal g o v ernment. The surv ey so ug ht, 
mainly , to determine the public’s attitude 
to ward a full co nso lidatio n o f city and 
co unty g o v ernments. 
The results sho wed co nsiderably less 
than a majo rity in fav o r o f full co nso lida­ 
tio n, with the o pinio n based larg ely o n 
do ubts abo ut the size o f g o v ernment. The 
feeling o f mo st respo ndents seemed to be 
that the larg er, co nso lidated g o v ernment 
wo uld be further remo v ed fro m and less 
respo nsiv e to the av erag e perso n. 
The co nclusio n o f the Leag ue fro m all 
o f that is that a better info rmed electo rate 
is essential to any future co nso lidatio n 
mo v ement. We wo uld share in that feeling . 
The skepticism o f larg er g o v ernmental 
units is o ne that has been well nurtured in 
Nebraska by the Republican party . 
Whether the party so ld the peo ple o n this 
idea o r the party picked up the tho ug ht 
fro m po pular o pinio n, we wo uld no t 
sug g est but that it ex ists is bey o nd ques­ 
tio n. 
We believ e the fear o f g o v ernment’s 
size to be an unpro v en g enerality and 
wo uld ho pe that the public mig ht so meday 
be educated to that tho ug ht. Certainly , a 


co mbined city and co unty g o v ernment 
wo uld no t, by its sheer size, be necessarily 
bad o r g o o d. 
Once ag ain, it is no t the size o f g o v ern­ 
ment but the stature o f peo ple who run it 
that makes the difference. Waterg ate, co n­ 
trary to what so me po liticians like to claim, 
was no t the pro duct simply o f big g o v ern­ 
ment; it was the pro duct o f men who made 
po o r v alue judg ments. 
The dang er in the big g o v ernment fear 
sy ndro me is that it co uld easily depriv e 
peo ple o f a definite impro v ement in their 
public affairs. Co nso lidatio n o f city and 
co unty g o v ernments has had success 
rang ing fro m mo dest to o utstanding 
aro und the co untry . 


Co nso lidatio n o ffers no g uarantees but 
it do es g iv e us a po tential. If we are to hav e 
any chance o f realizing that po tential, then 
it is essential that the inherent fear o f 
g o v ernment’s size be so meho w eliminated 
and a factual analy sis o f thing s substituted 
fo r it. 
The Leag ue surv ey results sho wed an 
o v erall g o o d o pinio n o f lo cal g o v ernment 
but with co nstructiv e aspiratio ns fo r im­ 
pro v ed serv ices. We o ug ht no t to arbitrari­ 
ly deny o urselv es o ne po ssible to o l (co n­ 
so lidatio n) fo r making such impro v ements. 


Dollar-Poor Economy 


The do llar-po o r eco no my in which we 
liv e to day mig ht be described as o ne in 
which ev ery o ne has a fistful o f bills but lit­ 
tle real liquidity . In o ther wo rds, they hav e 
a lo t o f mo ney that isn’t wo rth much. 
When o ne lo o ks at mo st fo reig n co un­ 
tries, the classic fo rms o f po v erty can be 
easily seen. They are characterized by a 
lack o f inco me to acquire the basic 
necessities o f life. 
The key ing redient to o ne’s eco no mic 
welfare is no t simply inco me, but what he 
can acquire with whatev er inco me he has. 
Thus, a man may be po o r o n $5 ,000-a-y ear 
inco me o r a $15 ,000-a-y ear inco me, depen­ 
ding upo n the v alue o f his do llar. 
When o nce in the Middle East, we 
were struck by the larg e number o f small 
cars. The situatio n was just the rev erse o f 
what it was a few y ears ag o in this co untry 
where larg e cars were the rule and small 
o nes the ex ceptio n. 
That was the pro duct in the Middle 
East o f limited inco mes by the v ast majo ri­ 
ty o f peo ple. No w, the situatio n is chang ing 
in this co untry , despite the relativ ely larg e 
av erag e inco mes o f the U.S. middle class, 
and it pro mises to g et wo rse rather than 
better.

U.S. Steel Co rp. has anno unced an im­ 
mediate but unstated price increase fo r 
so me 25 % o f its pro duct line, including 
materials used in new car co nstructio n. 
Thus, the price o f cars will be g o ing up 
ag ain. 
Auto prices hav e already been o n such 
a merry -g o -ro und that dealers repo rtedly 
may well hav e a number o f o ne-mo del cars 
with a v ariety o f prices o n them. One stan­ 
dard two -do o r may be o ne price and 
ano ther, ex actly the same, a different and 
hig her price. 
Of co urse, the energ y sho rtag e and the 
so aring co st o f fuel hav e sent American car 
buy ers scurry ing to the small car market. 
The basic price o f cars is likely to assure 
the co ntinuatio n o f this trend. Indiv iduals 
will simply be to o po o r to be able to affo rd 
any thing but the small cars. 
The U.S. Steel price hike co mes in the 
face o f 19 73 pro fits o f $325 millio n, mo re 
than do uble tho se o f the prev io us y ear. 
That may o r may no t make U.S. Steel so me 
kind o f pro fiteer but it is o ne mo re sure 
sig n that business and industry hav e no t 
bitten the anti-inflatio n bullet and that the 
v alue o f all tho se do llars y o u earn is g o ing 
to co ntinue to be ero ded.

It has been many a y ear since I 
hav e p ut The Farm er’s watch 
through the washing machine 
. . . the reason being he gav e up 
on try ing to keep a p ocket watch 
in running condition. Somehow I 
would forget to check the 
p ockets in the bib of the ov eralls 
and the watch would get quite a 
cleansing in the hot, sudsy 
water.

It was a satisfied feeling last 
night to bring the tractor into the 
y ard am id the dark clouds 
rolling up from the west and far 
distant thunder, knowing that all 
the crop s had been cultiv ated for 
the first time.

When the 
rain became a gentle p atter on 
the roof and continued for some 
time, giv ing us much needed 
moisture in our area, we felt the 
rewards of farming had reached 
the ultimate. 
First of all we were fortunate 


we did not hav e the hail and 
wind some areas rep orted. A 
rain after such conditions 
likewise can dep ress the farm 
families who hav e worked long 
hours in anticip ation of reap ing a 
bountiful harv est.

ROME — P re sid e n t Nix on and 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger are 
going to hav e a tough time p ersuading 
Israel and the neighboring Arab states to 
make the concessions that will be 
necessary to obtain a p eace settlement. 
That is the clear imp ression gathered 
from talks with U.S., Israel and Arab 
dip lomats on the p rosp ects for further 
p rogress in the Middle East p eace efforts 
now that military disengagement has 
been achiev ed on the Sy rian as well as 
Egy p tians fronts with Israel. 


Comp lete withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from all the Arab territories occup ied in 
the 1967 war remains the adamant de­ 
mand of Egy p t and Sy ria for a p eace 
settlement. That includes return of the 
Arab side of Jerusalem to Arab control. 


Israel is just as adamant in its in­ 
sistence that Jerusalem must remain a 
unified p art of the Jewish state and 
Israeli forces must retain control of some 
of the occup ied territories, esp ecially the 
Golan Heights and a Sinai Peninsula line 
running from El Arish on the Mediterra­ 
nean to Sharm-El-Sheik on the Gulf of 
Aquaba.

U.S. dip lomats who p articip ated in 
Secretary Kissinger’s negotiations with 
the Arab leaders believ e Israel will hav e 
to giv e up v irtually all of the occup ied 
territories if there is to be a p eace settle­ 
ment. It is hop ed in U.S. circles that 
Israeli leaders will realize that Israel’s 
surv iv al in the long-run is likely to dep end 
on establishment of p eaceful relations 
with its Arab neighbors. 
It is also hop ed Israel can be p ersuaded 
to rely on international guarantees of its 
future frontiers. Secretary Kissinger has 
already said the United States is p rep ared 
to consider p articip ating directly in such 
guarantees as p art of a final p eace settle­ 
ment. 
Israeli leaders, howev er, hav e no con­ 
fidence in the reliability of international

guarantees. They hav e no intention of 
risking the surv iv al of the Jewish state on 
them. One of Israel’s leading dip lomats 
told me guarantees might be welcomed 
as an addition to “secure” borders but 
the latter were absolutely essential to 
enable Israel to defend itself in the ev ent 
of a future Arab attemp t to destroy the 
Jewish nation. 
Israel’s p ast ex p erience with inter­ 
national guarantees of its security has not 
encouraged it to p lace any faith in future 
ones. A striking ex amp le was the manner 
in which Israel was let down by the big 
Western p owers just p rior to the outbreak 
of the 1967 June war. 
When Egy p t, Sy ria and Jordan massed 
military forces on Israel’s border in May 
of that y ear and Egy p tian President 
Nasser was p ublicly threatening to wip e 
out the Jewish state, the Israeli foreign 
minister, Abba Eban, went to Paris to see 
President Charles de Gaulle. 


Eban reminded De Gaulle the French 
gov ernment bad signed with Israel in 1957 
a bilateral agreement committing France' 
to come to the aid of the Jewish nation in 


the ev ent it was the v ictim o f ag g ressio n 
by the neig hbo ring Arab states. The 
Israeli fo reig n minister so ug ht assurances 
that France still intended to respect that 
co mmitment. General de Gaulle, who 
pro fessed such pride in the ho no r and 
g randeur o f France, replied: 
"Mr. Minister, that was 19 5 7. This is 
1967 ,” 


As far back as 1950 the big three 
Western p owers led Israel to believ e they 
would, in effect, guarantee it from any 
Arab attemp t to destroy it. The U.S., Bri­ 
tain and France signed that y ear a trip ar­ 
tite declaration which imp lied they would 
act jointly to p rev ent any aggression 
across the Arab-Israel armistice lines. In 
May , 1967 , the three Western p owers let 
Israel know the declaration was a dead 
letter. 
At the end of the abortiv e Anglo- 
French-Israeii attack on Egy p t in 1956, 
after Nasser had seized the Suez Canal, 
Israel was p ersuaded to withdraw its 
forces from the Sinai Peninsula on 
assurances that a United Nations p eace 
force would p rotect its frontiers with 
Egy p t. Those forces were withdrawn in 
1967 at the request of Nasser and the big 
p owers did nothing about it. 
It was, according to my Israeli 
dip lomatic sources, the realization that 
the Western p owers would take no effec­ 
tiv e action to p rotect Israel that led to the 
Israeli decision to strike first in 1967 .

There is, the Israeli dip lomats feel, no 
more reason today than there was in 1967 
to count on international guarantees. 
They cite the India-Pakistan war as 
ev idence of the^ontinued unreliability of 
such guarantees. Pakistan was a member 
of two Western-sup p orted alliances — 
SEATO and CENTO — which called for 
mutual defense against aggression, but 
the p act was ignored when India inv aded 
and dismembered Pakistan in 197 1. 
Now the Israelis are being told they 


should hav e faith in the sincerity of the 
p rofessed willingness of the Egy p tian and 
Sy rian leaders to liv e in p eace with Israel 
p rov iding it accep ts Arab conditions for a 
final settlement. Howev er, a crisis of con­ 
fidence has already occurred in Israel 
ov er Egy p tian President Anwar Sadat’s 
sincerity . 
Earlier this y ear he said that if Israel 
w ithdrew from all the occup ied 
territories and there was a solution of the 
Palestine Arab refugee p roblem, he 
would sign a “real and honorable” p eace 
agreement which recognized the p erma­ 
nent ex istence of the Jewish state. 


Ho wev er, acco rding to Israeli 
diplo matic so urces, he to ld a recent 
meeting o f Palestine Arab leaders In 
Cairo that Eg y pt will suppo rt the 
leg itimate rig hts o f the Palestine peo ple 
as tho se rig hts are interpreted by the 
Palestine Liberatio n Org anizatio n. 


The PLO leader, Yassir Arafat, has 
defined those rights as the rep lacement of 
Israel by a Palestine state in which all in­ 
habitants. Arabs and Jews, would share 
equal rights. Since the Arabs would out­ 
number the Jews in such a state, it would 
mean the Jewish nation would cease to 
ex ist. 
It is not only the double talk by the p re­ 
sent Egy p tian leader, but the uncertainty 
of who may succeed him or President 
Assad at some future time that conv inces 
Israel it must rely for security on its own 
ability to defend itself. 


The imp ortance of such territory as the 
Golan Heights and p art of the Sinai 
Peninsula was starkly ev ident in the Oc­ 
tober, 197 3 war, when the Sy rian army 
nearly ov erran the Israeli settlements on 
Lake Galilee and the Egy p tian forces 
crushed the Israeli defense line on the 
Suez Canal. 
For tiny Israel, territory rep resents 
m ore reliable security than Arab 
p romises and international guarantees.

Two Searches For Martyrdom 


WASHINGTON - Doubtless Richard 
Nix on’s Middle Eastern “journey for 
p eace” has p olitical ov ertones, but those 
who dismiss it as anti-imp eachment 
maneuv ering are p robably mistaken. 
There may be other motiv ations. Bear in 
mind the President’s intense fascination 
with Woodrow Wilson, whose own p ost- 
World War One “journey for p eace,” tom 
to shreds in the cockp it of U.S. p olitics, 
ultimately became a quest for mar- 
ty rodom. 
Mr. Nix on may be thinking as much of 
future chronicles as of imp eachment 
strategy . Ev en if he is loudly cheered by 
crowds lining the roads from Cairo to 
Alex andria, Congress may not let Egy p ­ 
tian decibel-lev els influence Watergate 
cov er-up deliberations. 


Yet those cheers will go down in the 
history books; and if Richard Nix on, like 
Woodrow Wilson, is p olitically destroy ed 
by his congressional foes ev en while 
trav elling the world for “p eace,” future 
generations may be more imp ressed with 
dip lomatic endeav or than domestic dis­ 
asters. Today ’s school children read of 
Woodrow Wilson as a seeker for p eace; 
more so, I think, than he deserv es.

The last two y ears hav e made com­ 


p arisons between Richard Nix on and his 
hero, Wilson, increasingly v alid. First, of 
course, the p omp ous sloganry — “War to 
End All Wars,” “ A Generation of 
Peace,” and the like. Second, a con­ 
trov ersial ex cess of domestic surv eillance 
and law-and-order tactics: If Richard 
Nix on had Watergate and Ellsberg break- 
in, then Wilson had the illegal searches 
and seizures of the “ Red S care” 
orchestrated by his attorney general, A. 
Mitchell Palmer. (Partly because of these 
tactics, Wilson became anathema to 
many U.S. liberals.) Third, both Nix on 
and Wilson were bitterly at odds with 
op p osition-controlled Congresses. 
More than 50 y ears hav e p assed since 
Woodrow Wilson fought unsuccessfully 
for the League of Nations, and most of us 
hav e only v ague imp ressions of the 
struggle. Not Richard Nix on: Wilson is 
his hero, and as the President goes to the 
Middle East in p ursuit of his own 
bluep rint for p eace, the Wilsonian ex am­ 
p le is p robably in his mind. 


For ex amp le, just before Mr. Nix on left 
for the Middle East, he told a throng of 
cheering sup p orters that he would nev er 
leav e office, and that he would nev er 
abandon his quest for p eace. The sainted 
Woodrow showed many of the same 
sy mp toms during his last two y ears in of­ 
fice. 


WOODROW WILSON 
. . . at odds with his Congress 


He refused to make any comp romises 
with Congress ov er the League of 
Nations, in one sp eech p roclaiming: “ I 
am ready to fight from now until all the 
fight has been taken out of me by death to 
redeem the faith and p romises of the 
United States.” As historian Richard 
Hofstadter p ut it, “ Wilson was in search 
of marty rdom.” 


One hesitates to attribute similar 
motiv ations to Richard Nix on, but the 
p arallel is not without sup p ort. His 
homefront rep utation is in tatters. He has 
badly mishandled Congress. His foreign 
p olicy “grand design” is at least in trou­ 
ble, and the chances of a “generation of 
p eace.” while better in the Middle East, 
hav e been lessened in South Asia by the 
new nuclear cap ability of famine- 
endangered India. Ov er the last two cen­ 
turies, the world has seen a war between 
major p owers at least ev ery 25-40 y ears, 
and nearly 30 y ears hav e p assed since the 
end of World War Two. 


Giv en the ov erall p olitical odds against 
the President, marty rdom for p eace may 
be the best thing that history has to offer. 
In all fairness, Richard Nix on has made a 
larger mark in international affairs than 
Woodrow Wilson as a result of his Rus­ 
sian, Chinese and Middle Eastern in­ 
itiativ es. 


It may be, then, that Mr. Nix on intends 
to “journey for p eace” throughout the 
remainder of his time in office, conv inced 
that his p lace in history , like Wilson’s, 
will be secured notwithstanding domestic 
ignominy .

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NEW YORK — One imagines the 
President and Secretary Kissinger emit­ 
ting v ast sighs of relief as they soared out 
of their homeland for foreign shores in 
p ursuit of the generation of p eace. There 
is little here any longer to encourage 
them to dwell up on their nobility . Beset 
by sheriffs, 
p rosecutors, 
querulous 
scribes and a sullen p op ulace, what great 
man would not welcome a grand tour 
abroad accep ting the salute of cannon 
and the deference of sheiks to remind 
them what that dishonor in the homeland 
is the true test of p rop hethood? 
Kissinger’s brief stay in Washington 
after his long stay in Araby must hav e 
been p articularly unsettling. Hav ing 
returned a hero only to find that the p ress 
was more interested in whether he had 
lied to the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee about wiretap p ing, he was dis­ 
agreeably reminded that while he had 
been laboring on the generation of p eace 
abroad, a generation of cy nicism had 
come to full flower at home. 
As for the President, whose sev enth 
crisis now seems likely to afflict the coun­ 
try longer than the Vietnam war, he 
would be less than human if he did not 
feel an imp ulse to settle p ermanently ^ 
among foreigners and let the subp oenas" 
gather dust at the White House gate. He 
is, after all, a man who could ex claim in 
p riv ate conv ersation that he would like to 
be shed of the whole p residential 
business and see Agnew taking the 
p ressure. 


Is it no t in character that he sho uld feel 
a similar urg e no w to put do wn at a 
warm-weather po rt and anno unce that 
hencefo rth the White Ho use will be 
lo cated abro ad fo r the full-time serv ice o f 
the g eneratio n o f peace? 
☆

It is an absurd idea, o f co urse, which is 
precisely what makes it plausible. Fo r the 


p ast two y ears the absurd has been the 
commonp lace in gov ernment, and after 
the first day or two of ex cited headlines 
about the White House’s refusal to come 
back to the United States, we should 
quickly accep t it as we hav e accep ted all 
the other imp robabilities of recent 
months. 
Such an ev ent would, in fact, be an 
ex cellent solution to the entire Watergate 
affair. The President would be ov er there 
some p lace working on the generation of 
p eace without being hounded mercilessly 
by courts and congress, and the rest of us 
would be ov er here, just as we are now, 
managing somehow to get along without 
a p resident. 
F reed from the harassm en t of 


American courts — for surely no host 
country would ex tradite him — he would 
not hav e to p ress the dangerous doctrine 
that p residents are bey ond the law. 
Congress could go home, and the rest of 
us could learn to think about something 
other than President Nix on 16 hours a 
day . 


In his domestic manifestation, the 
President at this stage is, in any case, 
only an encumbrance to the country . If he 
were established abroad as the bringer of 
p eace, we would retain his useful foreign 
p olicy serv ices without the disadv antage 
of hav ing him p ermanently p lanted in the 
forefront of our v ision, making it imp ossi­ 
ble to think about fishing, baseball,

watering the flowerbeds and sitting on 
the front p orch smelling the honey suckle.

The Athenians used ex ile as a gov ern­ 
ment institution for ridding the state of 
great men of whom it had tired. Aristides 
the Just, although a good man as the 
name imp lies, was v oted into ex ile, the 
story goes, simp ly because the Athenians 
tired of hearing him called “The Just.” 
The Nix on case has certain p arallels. 
Leav ing aside the legal questions of 
Watergate, President Nix on seems to 
hav e tired the country so thoroughly with 
his conduct of the affair that there might 
be a substantial v ote for ex iling him as a 
nuisance, p rov ided the v ote did not imp ly 
a judgm ent that he had com m itted 
crimes, or was unfit for office, or was 
any thing else other than a source of in­ 
tense national fatigue which we should 
like to hav e remov ed. 
The Constitution, unfortunately , does 
not p rov ide for ex ile and cannot be 
amended for that p urp ose in time to giv e 
us relief. On the other hand, it contains 
nothing that forbids a p resident from 
remov ing himself to foreign p arts and 
continuing to do his business from ov er 
the waters. Presidents, in fact, commonly 
do this for short terms. 


President Nix o n wo uld undo ubtedly be 
happier finishing his seco nd term abro ad. 
The Adriatic co ast o f Italy wo uld be ideal, 
co nsidering his taste fo r warm water. He 
wo uld be freed o f all the do mestic im­ 
pediments no w o bstructing his g reat 
wo rk fo r peace, and we wo uld be freed o f 
a tireso me and disag reeable dfctrartinn 
fro m the g reat wo rk o f liv ing .

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Educational Basics Stressed At Boys State 


"There is a feeling in the state 


of more interest in getting back 
to the basics" in school, a State 
Department of Education of- 
ficial told 1974 Cornhusker Boys 
State delegates Wednesday. 


Gail Sims, Ph.D., said he 


noted a "need on the local level 
for more reading,'writing and 
arithmetic. That'js something 
educators are going to have to 
consider." 


A consultant in school 


management, Sims said parents 
are concerned about "what are 
some of the basic things a 
youngster should know by the 
time he graduates from 8th 
grade or high school." 


A current problem now, Sims 


said, is in federal aid to educa- 
tion. Whereas most federal 
money has been designated for 
specific projects or programs, he 
said, President Nixon has 
pushed for block grants, money 
left up to the state to determine 
how it should be spent. 


"There seems to be a conflict 


of opinion on the national level" 
about education aid disburse- 
ment, he said. 


He explained to the Boys 


Staters that teachers are moving 
into areas of school administra- 
tion, "wanting more to say about 
what goes into the curriculum I 
think educators are going to 


have to realize that they're going 
to have to get into politics more 
and more." 


Education is "changing all the 


time," Sims said, "and I think 
that's the way it should be." 


More attention is now paid to 


individual rights and due process 
for teachers, students and ad- 
ministrators, he said. Other 
changes are coming in dealing 
with minority groups, open ver- 
sus traditional education, and 
open versus closed campuses. 


Boys- Staters learned that in- 


terest in early-childhood educa- 
tion is growing in Nebraska and 
schools now have to learn to ad-, 


minister new special education 
programs. 


While vocational education a 


on the rise, Sims said there is a 
movement afoot nationally to 
lower the compulsory school 
attendance age to 14. (It is now 
16 in Nebraska.) The idea is that 
a student may drop out to take a 
full-time job; then as technology 
changes, return for continuing 
education. 


"I think schools have got to be 


more conscious of public 
relations in order to get more 
support," Sims said. Omaha 
Westside, for example, has gone 
to the community for a "report 


card" on what citiMM think 
about the school. 


He urged Boys Staters "to 


learn how to examine and judge 
the news, and hopefully develop 
a thinking generation which can 
judge what is right and what if 
wrong, rather than being spoon- 
fed" by the media. 


The 400 Boys State delegates 


met Wednesday with officers 
and officials of state agencies, 
who explained their duties. The 
Legislature, Supreme Court and 
two district courts convened, 
and the Boys State band 
screeched and tooted, polishing 
up for a Friday morning concert.

Wednesday and the young 
senators took a long, serious look 
at some of the, .state's most 
pressing problems, including aid 
to parochial schools, girls' 
athletics, illegal drug sales and 
rape laws.

Resolution No. 1, calling for 


"adequate funds, equal to those 
of corresponding-boys' athletic 
programs" slid through the legal 
processes and passed 44 to 5 on 
the floor. 


As one senator put it, "We 


want to compete too .. Make it 
more equal" 


The resolution points out that 


girls' athletics have been 
somewhat neglected in elemen- 
tary and junior high programs 
and that even in high school they 
are not given full support 


In another resolution, the 


Girls Staters chastized the State 
Department of Roads for "not 
doing a satisfactory job." 


The resolution was first in- 


troduced as a bill, but the 


senators decided it already was 
law, they just had to make sure 
it was enforced. So they changed 
it to a resolution and stamped it 
approved, 48 to 1. 


The resolution states: 


"Realizing that the Department 
of Roads has the authority to 
maintain road conditions for the 
safety of the people, we urge the 
governor to enforce these laws 
and to push the department to 
fulfill their duties, emphasizing 
the fact that this department has 
not done a satisfactory job in 
some respects." 


Still under discussion is a 


resolution 
concerning the 


procedure for prosecuting rape 
cases. It will likely be passed in 
Thursday's session 


Included in the rape resolution 


are proposals to replace the pre- 
sent jury with a three-judge pan- 
el and to allow evidence per- 
taining to both the alleged 
rapist's and alleged victim's 
characters. 


In other action, the solons 


passed LB3, which would enact 
stricter penalties — 25 years im- 
prisonment for first offense and 


life imprisonment for second — 
and enforcement for illegal sale 
of drugs in Nebraska 


But LB6, calling for the es- 


tablishment of a new taxation 
system, bit the dust in com- 
mittee. That bill would have 
allowed parents or guardians 
whose children attend private 
schools to channel their tax 
money to that school. 


Finally, and on a lighter note, 


the senators decided to leave un- 
til tomorrow a bill that would up 
the state's speed limit to 65 "so 
we can lobby overnight."

shelves of the future are going to contain foods 
that will require consumers to adjust their 
eating habits. But the changes will make 
Americans generally healthier and could save 
them money, as well. 
' 


This is the prediction of two Texas A&M 


University protein experts doing research into 
uses of substitute foods. 


Dr. Karl F. Mattil and Dr. Carl M. Cater, 


working under U.S. Department of Agriculture 
grants, are in the process of preparing textured 
vegetable proteins from cottonseed flour. 


While cottonseed flour itself cannot be used 


for food, it can be used as'additive in meat 
products, bakery goods, snack foods and in 
desserts. 


More Protein, Less Cost 


For example, a loaf of bread with 15 to 20 


per cent cottonseed flour and the rest regular 
wheat flour, has double the amount of protein 
of a regular loaf of bread, and costs 1 to 2 cents 
less. 


Cottonseed flour has been used commer- 


cially in cattle feed since the 1930's in limited 
amounts. New technology is making it available 
as a major source of protein for the consumer. 
In fact according to Dr. Mattil, almost all 
vegetable oils — oils previously discarded as 


useless at food* — can be tued in one form or 
another. 


The variety of foodita which cotton seed oil 


can be used is considerable,/not the least of 
which is the Tamu (Tens AtM University) nut. 


The nut, "incredibly high in protein," is 


crunchy and sweet, with a routed flavor, cer- 
tainly far more attractive to the parent whose 
child has a sweet tooth for regular candy-coated 
nuts. 
*• 


Dr. Mattil, director of the food protein 


research and development center here, said 
extensive use of substitute foods will be the 
result of less land per capita to raise wheat, cat- 
tle, and other staple crops. 


Coit Hikes Cited 


"Right now, many of the aged and retired 


with fixed incomes have trouble buying enough 
food as the result of increasing'costs," he said. 
"The rising cost of fertilizer, feed and land is 
pushing down the availability of food products 
while increasing prices at the same time." 


However, prices that seem high in the U.S. 


are still considered bargains in other parts of 
the world. In some countries, good beef is $12 
per pound and "demand still is outstripping 
supply." 


"The U.S. can produce enough meat and 


dairy products for its own needs for the 
foreseeable future, if we choose not to trade 
food for oil, essential minerals and other im- 
ported goods," Dr. Mattil said. 


Part of the solution is meat substitutes 


which have become "the hottest item in the 
food business by making extenders from 
soybeans." Dr. Cater added. 


"Ground meat with 20 to 30 per cent 


hydnted textured vegetable protein is being 
sold 15 to X cents per pound cheaper than 
regular ground meat. As an added benefit, there 
is leu shrinkage so more nutrients are retained 
by the mix." 


Cottonseed flour has the advantage of 


better flavor (over soybean) and it won't affect 
the beef industry since the U.S. is already im- 
porting some two (2) billion pounds of meat an- 
nually. 


Institutional Markets 


"The primary markets (for cottonseed 


flour) will probably be the institutional ones 
such as schools, prisons and the military where 
optimum protein is desired for the least 
money," Dr. Cater declared. 


"The chain stores will probably pick it up. 


We've found that as long as there is at least a 10 
cent difference between the blend and the all- 
meat product the public will buy the blend. At 
this level (20-30 per cent additive) one can't tell 
the difference from real meat except the blend 
is juicier and the all-meat products tend to be 
dryer and tougher.

Women Traveling Alone 
How Not To Be An 'Easy Mark'

You're a woman, alone and 


sightseeing in a strange city, 
when suddenly an unknown 
assailant shoves you hard 
enough to knock you off your 
feet, grabs your shoulder bag 
and then disappears around the 
corner. 


There is little the victim can 


do after the incident occurs, but 
report it to the local police 
department. However, accor- 
ding to Lincoln Police Depart- 
ment (LPD) personnel, there are 
several ways to avoid becoming 
a victim in the first place. 


"Agencies from larger cities 


have told us that people from 
rural areas and smaller 
midwestern cities are really 
naive about the dangers of city 
streets," commented Leighton 
Wessel of the LPD Community 
Relations Department. "They 
make 
themselves 
too 


vulnerable," he continued, while 
offering several suggestions on 
being safe while traveling. 


First and foremost, Wessel 


emphasized the importance of a 
planned itinerary to be left at 
home with a friend or relative. 


"We suggest that people 


arrange to call a certain person 
at certain times to check back," 
he noted. "Then if you don't 
call, someone will be alarmed. 


"We had one incident, when a 


woman, who was supposed to go 
through Lincoln, came up mis- 
sing but she wasn't missed for a 
week and a half. 


"There is a direct ratio 


between how soon after a crime 
occurs and the investigation is 
started and being able to solve 
it," he stated. 


"If you are driving by car, 


there is a whole set of safety 
precautions," he noted. "First 
make sure that you have 
adequate maps avaDable — 
don't go into a large urban area 


and get lost. 


"And don't let the gas gauge 


go way down!" 


Wessel also indicated that 


women should at least know how 
to change a tire and open the 
hood. 


"If your car should break 


down... raise the hood, get 
back in the car and lock the 
doors," he added. "If someone 
stops, stay in the car and roll 
down the window just enough to 
ask the person to call the police 
or a garage." 


"My father was a mechanic so 


I learned to change the oil in my 
car and the tires," explained 
Carole Reno, whose job at the 
University of Nebraska requires 
a great deal of traveling, "It is 
absolutely essential to at least 
have your car checked 
thoroughly if you're going out 
alone. 


"She (a woman) should be 


able to take care of minor 
emergencies." 


Also, Wessel pointed out that, 


while traveling long or short'dis- 
tances, people should always 
keep tfie window up on the 
passenger side and the doors 
locked. 


"Once there was a woman 


stopped at a stop sign and 
someone just walked right in her 
car," Wessel said.

as the 1840's. 


"We had been going out of 


state looking at exhibits (of 
quilts), and we realized that 
some of the most beautiful quilts 
were made right here in 
Nebraska," she said in 
explaining the origin of the idea 
for the exhibit.

And at the end 
of the book we leave him in the 
process of turning over yet 
another new leaf, and planning, 
planning, planning how good his 
life (henceforth) is going to be. 


Ho-hum. There is a point at 


which one gets tired of reading 


novels about middle-aged Harry 
Townses — be they professors or 
garbage men — who, having 
managed to make a mess out of 
their lives, are running a race 
with time to straighten them 
out. 


It would take an artist of the 


first order to make something 
out of Harry Towns. 


He is not humorous (although 


there are a few, fairly successful 
stabs at that in the book); he is 
not pathetic; he is not a hero; he 
doesn't even have the distinction 
of being a really bad guy. 


Harry Towns is a bore.

We meet Harry Towns in Los 
Angeles, where he is sitting 
beside a Beverly Hills hotel 
swimming pool doing what 
Harry Towns does best — 
thinking about what a great life 
he has. 
Now this is not your ordinary 
Pilgrim 
Fath ers’ 
type 
thanksgiving, in which one 
assesses his or her meager, but 
satisfying, lot in life, and decides 
that it is sufficiently good. 
No siree. Not where Harry 
Towns is concerned. 
Harry 
— 
fortyish, 
a 
screenwriter — is more con­ 
cerned with the luxuries he 
enjoys; the cosmopolitan 
bearing he has adopted as his 
own. Never mind a broken 
marriage, a wife who is 
vacationing in Yugoslavia, and a 
son who is languishing at some 
camp. 
That is a small price to pay for 
what he now has: A plush 
bachelor 
apartment 
in 
Manhatten, expensively fur­ 
nished, and stocked with such 
delicacies as pate de fois gras, 
and Camembert (he would never 
think of having anything as mun­ 
dane as a head of lettuce in his 


refrigerator); and the freedom 
to jet to California (where no 
one enjoys the organce juice as 
much as he) whenever he likes. 
The protagonist in Bruce Jay 
Friedman’s latest book, “About 
Harry Towns” (Knopf), Harry 
has made it a never-ending hob­ 
by to study himself and his 
lifestyle. 
And, by his own assessment, 
Harry Towns is Neat.

Kitchens are very vulnerable 
to bug invasions. You may even 
import bugs via the groceries. 
Cardboard containers with soft 
drinks or six packs are notorious 
harborers of roaches. 


When you put your groceries 
away, wipe off all canned goods 
and inspect everything before 
you stash it away. 


It’s also a good idea to spray 
along baseboards, door sills, and 
behind kitchen cabinets with a 
household ant and roach killer 
once a week. 


Everything that Harry does is 
measured. People, places, 
pastimes are brought together at 
just the proper moment and in 
just the proper dosage to insure 
that things will be best for 
Harry. 
But every once in awhile, 
things get away from him. His 
parents die, one right after the 
other (“back to back” as he is 
fond of saying when telling that 
tale of woe); he starts to miss his 
wife; he feels guilty about his 
son. 
Home (that is, home with 
spouse and kid) starts to look 
pretty good to him, so he for­ 
sakes his apartment and heads 
back to the family digs where 
“ Heavy nourishing stews were 
always bubbling away on the 
stove; and there were bulletin- 
board markings, telling when 


floor shellackers were due.” 
And, what’s more, “ He looked 
forward to getting involved in 
those stews. And it would be 
nice to have some of those 
bulletin-board notations relate 
to him.” 
But the second try doesn’t 
work. After deciding that 
“ There’s a lie right in the middle 
of my life,” he once again packs 
his siacks (all of them, this time) 
and heads for Arizona or 
thereabouts. 
But drugs, a girlfriend, etc. 
fail to exorcise the lie so he 
heads back East. And at the end 
of the book we leave him in the 
process of turning over yet 
another new leaf and planning, 
planning, planning how good his 
life (henceforth) is going to be. 
Ho-hum. There is a point at 
which one gets tired of reading 


novels about middle-aged Harry 
Townses — be they professors or 
garbage men — who, having 
managed to make a mess out of 
their lives, are running a race 
with time to straighten them 
out. 
It would take an artist of the 
first order to make something 
out of Harry Towns. 
He is not humorous (although 
there are a few, fairly successful 
stabs at that in the book); he is 
not pathetic; he is not a hero; he 
doesn’t even have the distinction 
of being a really bad guy. 
Harry Towns is a bore.

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Just what /s A 
Women's Libber? 


By NANCY HICKS

What is a women's libber? 
To Ronnie M. Eldridge, director of special projects 


for Ms. Magazine and executive director of the Ms. Foun- 
dation for Women, there is no single definition. 


"The women's movement is very broad, and women 


react in different ways. There is no one dogma," she said 
in a telephone interview from her New York office. 


Though not as strident as in its younger days, the 


women's movement will continue to eliminate dis- 
crimination and widen choices for people, feels Eldridge, 
a self-labeled optimist. 


In fact women's liberation itself is widening. A new 


' trend toward "human liberation" appearing in Nebraska 


is a nationwide movement, according to Ms. Eldridge. 
The search for more choices for everyone is "a result of 
the inevitable pressures on men," to compete in business 
and earn a living, said Ms. Eldridge. 


Walking down the street this past week, busy rushing 


from one place to another, Ms. Eldridge remembered 
back to the relaxing days when she was at home with her 
three children, and then thought, "I've got all the stresses 
of a man." She can see that men may want more options 
than that. 


Women's liberation or human liberation talks of 


choices, according to Ms. Eldridge, in her early 40's. 


The women's movement does not downgrade 


homemaking and motherhood. There are many positive 
things about homemaking and motherhood, said Ms. 
Eldridge. "We only feel that women should be able to 
make a conscious choice to do that." 


In fact, the talents needed to keep a household run- 


ning smoothly — planning menus, budgeting, marketing, 
the logistics of getting children to clubs and classes, 
keeping peace among family members — are the same 
talents needed by any good administrator or politician. 


"The talents that women develop and refine in 


keeping house are incredible," she said. 


Combining work outside the home and family life is 


"very difficult," admits Ms. Eldridge, a widow. 


Just finding time for herself is very difficult. "The 


only time I seem to have alone is when I'm in a traffic 
1 jam," she said in a magazine article. - 


Ms. Eldridge — a trouble shooter, adviser for former 


New York City Mayor John V. Lindsay's presidential 
campaign, and later a deputy city administrator in New 
York City — feels that politics is a people business and 
that women have the instincts, judgments and ability to 
communicate with people, necessary for political life. 


In fact she feels that women, because of their 


socialization, are even better equipped than men. They 
are less pretentious, better able to deal with people and 
they live daily with the problems that politicians must try 
to solve, she said. 


All women need is self confidence, she stressed. And 


because of Watergate, women running for office this year 
have a better chance than ever before, she feels. 
"Deprived of access to political power, Women are 
almost pure. They have not had a chance to be 
corrupted," she said. 


A Night For Women 


How the women's movement has affected women 


and their lives is the topic for an Educational Television 
program, "Woman Alive," according to Ronnie Eldridge, 
production executive for the program. 


For the first eight years Pat and Charles Sackrey had 


a pretty traditional marriage. But during the last four 
years they began to change and now Pat spends much of 
her time helping women at the Everywoman Center at 
the University of Massachusetts. 


Her husband, a former economics professor, has ap- 


prenticed himself to a nearby print shop and spends much 
of his time maintaining the house and caring for the three 
children. 


With the support of her husband and children, Crystal 


Lee Jordan, a blue-collar worker in Roanoke Rapids, 
N.C., is affecting the entire economic climate of her town 
through her efforts to unionize millworkers. 


The stories of these two families are part of "Woman 


Alive," to be shown on Nebraska ETV Saturday, June 22 
at 7:30 and repeated Friday, June 28 at 2 p.m.

New York - In the last two 


decades, rain falling on the 
eastern United States and 
Europe has increased in acidity 
to 100 to 1,000 times normal 
levels, two ecologists have 
found. 


They said the change had 


come about despite the in- 
creased use of air pollution con- 
trols and, in large part, because 
of some methods now used to 
clean smokestack emissions. 


The scientists said the acid 


rain may be stunting the growth 
of forests and farm crops and 
accelerating corrosion damage 
to manmade structures. 


R>tato To Tomato 


Under normal circumstances, 


pure rainwater is only slightly 


acidic due to its reactions with 
carbon dioxide in the at- 
mosphere. The acidity may be 
likened to that of a potato. In re- 
cent years, however, the average 
acidity of rainwater has in- 
creased to about that of a 
tomato. In occasional extreme 
cases, rains have been found to 
be as acidic as pure lemon juice. 


The researchers said much of 


the increased acidity could be 
traced to a rising use of an- 
tipollution devices that make 
many smokestacks appear to be 
no longer emitting smoke. 


The devices, which remove 


only visible particles of solid 
matter, and not gases, still per- 
mit the escape of sulphur 
dioxide and various oxides of 
nitrogen that are readily con- 
verted to sulphuric acid and 


nitric acid in the air. 


Imbalance Set Up 


Before the devices were used, 


the solid particles, which are 
capable of neutralizing acids, 
entered the atmosphere and 
largely balanced out acids 
derived from the gases. Now 
they can no longer do so. 


The study was made by Dr. 


Gene E. Likens, an aquatic 
ecologist at Cornell University, 
and Dr. F. Herbert Bormann, a 
forest ecologist at Yale Universi- 
ty. They reported their findings 
in the June 14 issue of Science 
magazine. 


The two scientists said that the 


smokestack particle removers 
and the increasing use of very 
tall smokestacks — some are 
nearly a quarter of a mile tall —

Piecemeal Hazards 


In a telephone interview 


Likens said the acid rain 
problem illustrated the potential 
hazards in a piecemeal approach 
to solving air pollution 
problems. 


As yet, there is no widely 


accepted reliable technology for 
removing sulphur dioxide from 
smoke although at least one pilot 
project testing a promising 
method is reported to be under 
way. 


The most widely used method 


for lowering the output of sul- 
phur dioxide, which is the chief 
contributor to acid in rain, has 
been to switch to fuels that con- 
tain less sulphur to begin with. 
This method led to a decline of 
about 50% in sulphur dioxide 
emissions in major cities in the 
1960s. 


More Than Offset 


However, according to a 


report by Dr. John F. Finklea, 
director of the National En- 
vironmental Research Center, 
this improvement has been more 
than offset by rapidly growing 
industrialization of regions away 
from major cities that are bur- 
ning sulphur-bearing fuels. The 
net change nationwide, Dr. 
Finklea found, has been a 45% 
increase in sulphur dioxide 
emissions. 


Likens said that while the 


ecological effects of acid rain are 
not well known, there are 
preliminary indications of a 
reduction in forest growth, 
which has been noted in- 
dependently in northern New 
England and Sweden. 


Laboratory experiments in 


which acids equivalent to today's 
average rain were sprayed on 
growing trees found that pine 
needles grew to only half normal 
length. Birch leaves developed 
dead spots and grew in distorted 
shapes. Studies on tomatoes mis- 
ted with the acid water found 
decreased pollen germination 
and lowered quality and produc- 
tion of tomatoes. 


A number of lakes in Canada, 


Sweden and the United States 
have become increasingly acidic 
in recent years, and some have 
experienced serious fish kills 
associated with the acid levels, 
Likens said. 


Serious Damage Seen 


Although the ecologists did 


not try to estimate the corrosive 
effect of acid rain on bridges, 
buildings, outdoor statues and 
the like, they said the nature of 
acids suggested that serious 
damage was being done. 


Because of the chemical 


nature of acids (which all con- 
tain hydrogen ions), they tend to 
combine readily with atoms of 
other substances, orcing 


those atoms, in effect, to switch 
their chemical bond from its 
original site to the hydrogen ion 
of the acid. 


Thus, for example, the atoms 


of calcium, which form essential 
components of a limestone 
building, will lose their bonds to 
each otber and attach 
themselves to the acid washing 


building. 


Over a period of years enough 
calcium atoms may be washed 
away to create a visibly eroded 
area.

But he 
expressed concern about the 
expense of a" staff. of two, for 
example, spending a half-day a 
week or month in the agencies 
and about their acceptance of 
such support. 


Capability Low 


Committee member Donald 


Morris said, "Most agencies 
don't have the capability" or in- 
terest to do as efficient 
bookkeeping as is possible. "I 
think" it has potential for cost- 
saving in the long run," especial- 
ly for larger agencies, such as the 
Y's, Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, 
he said. 


The committee also approved 


LCS Executive Director John 
Goessman's request'to initiate 
Phase I of the -Lincoln Com- 
munity Institute, shelved since it 
was proposed months ago.' 


The institute's goal is to con: 
tribute to the mutual* com- 
munication and 'understanding 
among all parts of - Lincoln in 
community affairs matters. ' .

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Nicklaus Faces Challenges From Miller And 'Youngsters' 


MAMARONECK, N.Y. (AP) - Johnny Milkr,. 


the hottest property in golf, is defending. Hubert 
Green leads the impatient youth brigade. Gary 
Player is eyeing the unaccomplished Grand Slam. 
Lee Trevino is charged up and ready. 


Against that background on the eve of the 74th 


United States Open Golf championship, there is the 
brooding, menacing figure of Jack Nicklaus. 


Like a wounded bear, he may be at his most 


dangerous in the 72-hole test that gets started 
Thursday on the 6,961 yards of gorgeously 
manicured suburban real estate that makes up the 
historic Winged Foot Golf Club course. 


The wound is to his pride. 
His position as the game's premier performer is 


under fire. He's being challenged — perhaps as 
never before. 


"The Jack Nicklaus era is over," Miller said just 


a week ago and proceeded to list the reasons he 
believes that to be so. They concern primarily the 
emergence of the corps of good, young players who 
have dominated the pro tour this season. 


Player, who unleashed a career nine-iron shot to 


win the Masters just a couple of months ago, has 
worked himself into an almost-religious fervor over 
the possibility of a one-year sweep of all the world's 
major championships — one of Nicklaus' fondest 
dreams. 


There is old rival Trevino, uncharacteristically 


taut, tewe and high-«trung in his quest of a third 
American national championship. There is new ri- 
val Tom Weiskopf, the man with the best record in 
the last four major championships with finishes of 
first, second, third and silth. 


Historically, it is in this situation — when he is 


challenged that the Golden Bear has played his 
best. 


A decade ago he established his superiority over 


Arnold Palmer, then went into a mild slump when 
no one rose to threaten him. 


Then there was the phenomena of Trevino and 


his record blitz of the American, British and Cana- 
dian Opens in 1971. Nicklaus responded with his as- 
sault on the Grand Slam in 1972, victories in seven 
tournaments and a record money-winning ac- 
cumulation. 


Weiskopf made his lightning grab for glory in the - 


summer months of 1973. Nicklaus responded again, 
this time breaking Bobby Jones' record accu- 
mulation of major titles with his triumph in the 
?GA. He added six more titles for the year, went 
past $2 million in career earnings and scored his 
third consecutive money-winner championship. 


Now he's challenged again. 
He has-been shunted aside this year. Miller has 


won five times, Green three times. Player and Bud- 
dy Allin have won twice each. Nicklaus has won but 


once. 


The challenge may be the spur be needs in the 


showcase of the major championships, the only 
real interest be has. 


"I was glad to see Weiskopf finally reach his 


potential," Nicklaus said. 


"I'm glad to see the young players coming alomg, 


Johnny Miller, Hubert Green, Lanny Wadkins. It's 
good for gold. 


"And it provides competition. 
"That's what this game is all about, competition. 


This is a sport. Sports are built on competition. 
When you lose sight of that, you miss the whole 
point. 


"I enjoy the competition. I enjoy the challenge. I 


.enjoy facing the challenge and doing my best 
against it. That's what this game is all about. And, 
to an extent, that's what life is all about." 


At 34 and the holder of almost all the records and 


honors the game can offer, Nicklaus says he still 
has his goals, his ambitions. 


"My goal is the same as that of Palmer and Ben 


Hogan and Byron Nelson and Sam Snead. It is to 
set myself apart from all other players," he said. 


"I want to win a lot more major championships. 


Fourteen (the number he now has and the number 
necessary to break the record) was just a number to 
shoot for. I think I'm still learning, still improving. 


I hope so. If I'm not, there's only one way to go," 
and he turned his thumb down. "I'm still too young 
for that. 
• 


"My interests, of course, are in the major cham- 


pionships. They are the ones I build my season 
around. And, some day, some year, I hope to ac- 
complish what I want in the major cham- 
pionships." 


It was an obvious reference to a one-year sweep 


of the Masters, U.S. and British Opens and the 
PGA. It's never been done. Jack won the first two 
in 1972, then lost by a stroke to Trevino in the 
British Open. Now the doughty little Player is 
ready to make the assault. 


"It's very much on my mind," he said. "You 


would "have to be playing very, very well, of course. 
You'd have to be putting well. You'd have to have 
the breaks in the draw, in the weather, in a large 
number of factors. "But it's possible. Oh, yes, it's 
very, very possible." 


And, with the Masters behind him, he's the only 


man who can do it this season. He had a further 
warning for the international field of 150 arrayed 
for this, the most prestigious of all the world's 
championships. 


"I'm playing the best golf of-my life. No question 


about it. Absolutely the best of my life," he said. 


Miller, the sensation of the tour this season with 


five titles and 1203,000 in winnings, ranks as a 
strong choice to make a successful defense of his ti- 
tle. It hasn't been done since Hogan took con- 
secutive U.S. Opens in 1950-51. 


"If I hit my irons this week like I did last week,"

MONTREAL (UPI) — The National Hockey 
League, in the midst of stocking its two newest 
member teams with players for next season, 
voted at its annual meetings Wednesday to ex­ 
pand by two more teams in 1976 with franchises 
being granted to Denver and Seattle. 
The new franchises were granted to Denver, 
represented by Ivan Mullenix, and to Seattle, 
represented by Vince Abbey. However, the 
league’s board of governors rejected proposed 
franchise for San Diego. 
Goaltenders — particularly Montreal’s Michel 
Plasse and minor leaguers Ron Low of Toronto 
and Pete McDuffe of the New York 
Rangers—took top priority at the expansion grab 
bag for the league’s two newest members, Kansas 
City and Washington. 
And while the two new teams were stocking 
their rosters the Rangers completed hockey’s 
worst kept trade secret of the meetings when they 
offically acquired moody center Derek Sanderson 
from the Boston Bruins in exchange for forward 
Walt McKechnie. 
The deal, rumored for two weeks, was semi­ 
completed earlier in the week when the Rangers 
successfully drafted McKechnie from the Califor­ 
nia Golden Seals and left defenseman Jim 
Nielson unprotected for the Seals. 
Wednesday’s expansion draft allowed the two 
new teams, the Kansas City Scouts and the 
Washington Capitols, to stock their clubs with 
two goalies and 22 other players. 
Kansas City had first choice and immediately 
took Plasse, who this past season shared the 
Canadiens’ goaltending duties with Wayne 
Thomas and Bunny Larocque. 
Each of the present 16 NHL teams was per­ 
mitted to protect 15 forwards and defensemen 
and two goalies, keeping those 17 players exempt 
from the draft. The four clubs that lost goalies in 
the 1972 expansion draft — the Boston Bruins, the 
Chicago Black Hawks, the Los Angeles Kings and 
the Canadiens — were exempt from, losing a 
goalie. 
The Montreal club waived this procedure, 
however, and allowed Plasse to go to the Scouts. 
Montreal was then allowed to fill with an un­ 
protected player, and Canadiens general manager 
Sam Pollock quickly protected young defenseman 
John Van Boxmeer 
Washington then took its first netminder, Low, 
a minor league goalie from Toronto, who played 
with the Maple Leafs two yean ago. Toronto

filled with forward Lyle Moffat. 
In the second goaltending round, the Scouts 
took the Rangers’ McDuffe, and Washington went 
for Michel Belhumeur from the Philadelphia 
Flyers. New York filled with Ron Harris, and 
Philadelphia filled with Joe Watson. 
“I’m happy to get this opportunity to play 
regularly,” Belhumeur said, “and I look forward 
to going to Washington.” He was the number 
three goalie on tne Stanley Cup-winning 
Philadelphia club. 
“Bemie Parent did such a fantastic job that it 
would be almost impossible for me to break into 
the Flyers’ lineup,” Belhumeur added 
Bob 
Taylor is the number two goalie for 
Philadelphia. 
McDuffe, meanwhile, was one of the Rangers’ 
most prized farmhands but had little chance to 
beat out veterans Ed Giacomin and Gilles 
Villemure with the big club.

Rumors are also floating about concerning the movement of 
th e Grand American, trapshooting’s answer to the World Series, 
th e Super Bowl or the Masters Golf Classic. Vandalia, Ohio has 
b een the home of the event since way back when. 
Now the airport, located in front of the mile-long trap line, 
is putting up a fence less than 200 yards in front of the traps. 


It is reported, the airport and the Amateur Trapshooting 
Association are working together in attempts to keep the Grand 
in Vandalia but who knows for sure. Trapshooters don’t need a 
bunch of help in finding reasons for missing a target but a fence 
would certainly help those stumped for a cause.

Others always near the top include Omahans Jim Beck and B. 
E. Morrissey, and Ashland’s John Storm 


Del Grim, one of Nebraska’s former Grand winners, rates 
Nebraska shooters as, “ A-l. They’re as good as you’ll find 
anywhere.” 


The reason is the weather, according to Grim, Lincoln’s Dr 
Bill Best and anybody else you’d care to ask Nebraskans shoot 
in just about every condition there is to shoot.

""Lincoln has been given dis- 


trict priorities in the past 
because it has dominated gym- 
nastics for a long period of 
time," noted NSAA executive 
secretary Les Chamberlin, who 
added that "the board felt that 
Omaha and outstate teams have 
improved enough to warrant 
reorganization at the district 
level." 


Ten separate tennis format 


revisions suggested by the 
coaches association were 
rejected. Chamberlin, however, 
pointed out that the provisions 
were not defeated on their 
singular merits. 


"The board just felt that it 


would be better to make changes 
all at once instead of in a piece- 
meal fashion," explained

One such recommendation

A coaches 
association 


recommendation, calling for all 
weight classes in each of four 
wrestling classes to have 16 
qualifiers for the state tourna- 
ment with each match counting 
toward the team championship, 
was tabled by the board. 


Another wrestling proposal to 


award six medals in the state 
meet for each weight class in 
each classification also was 
tabled. 


A third wrestling recommen-

The board's reasoning for 


tabling all three wrestling 
requests, according to 
Chamberlin, hinged on "a lack 
of information as to how con- 
solation brackets should be set 
up. Complete wrestlebacks 
would require more than 200 
extra matches and multi-sites 
would almost double our 
operating expenses." 


Chamberlin noted that 


coaches association requests to 
adjust the boys state track meet 
schedule already were incor- 
porated this year. 


Another boys track request to 


conduct a district scratch 
meeting to validate performance 
marks with result sheets was 
rejected. 


The board gave wholesale 


rejection to three separate 
requests in both boys golf and 
baseball. Golfers sought a 2-day, 
36-hole state championship tour- 
nament with five participating 
players, four of whom would 
count in the team scoring. A 
request for state tourney 
scorekeepers also was defeated. 


A proposal to annually alter-

Girls May Play 
In Little League 


Williamsport, Pa. (UPI) - Little League officials an- 


nounced Wednesday that it will "defer to the changing social 
climate" and ask Congress to change its charter to allow girls to 
play in the program. 


The announcement from the board of directors of Little 


League Baseball, Inc., and the trusteeship of the Little League 
Foundation said its action was effective immediately. 


"It is the unanimous view of the board and the trusteeship 


that acceptance and screening of young girls, following registra- 
tion procedures, should be adjudged by the local league 
organizations and not by the international body," the statement 
said. 


The statement said "the board has taken the position that it 


would be imprudent for an organization as large and universally 
represented in 35 years of baseball to allow itself to become em- 
broiled in a public controversy." 


The league said "implication that the program is unwilling 


to change or incompetent to solve its own problems is simply 
not true. 


"Little League does not discriminate and has nojfeelings of 


illwill toward any sex, race, color or creed." 


The board's statement emphasized that it could not 


guarantee that girls would be placed on teams. 


It said that in the estimate of local volunteers, management 


and coaches the girls must prove to be of "equal competency in 
baseball skills, physical skills and other attributions scaled as a 
basis for team selection." 


It said acceptance and screening of young girls should be 


adjudged by the local league organizations and hot by the inter- 
national body.

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Gampers Can Reserve Sites in 21 National Parks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Star- 


ting Saturday, vacationers can 
begin reserving campsites in 21 
national parks by telephone or 
by mail, the National Park Ser- 
vice announced Wednesday. 


After last year's successful 


experiment with campsite reser- 
vations, the Park Service has 
expanded the program to cover 


some 9,500 campsites, about 63 
per cent of the total campsites in 
the 21 parks. 


The percentage available in 


'each park ranges from 34 per 
cent in Sequoia National Park up 
to 100 per cent of the campsites 
in nine parks.

still be assigned at the parks on a 
first-come-first-served basis. 


The computerized reservation 


system will be managed by Park 
Reservation System, Inc., a new 
corporation awarded a five-year 
contract. 


The Park Service said "the 


reservation system will work this 
way: 


— Park Reservation System 


will accept applications for 
campsite reservations beginning 
this Saturday, June 15, and 
reservations will be effective 
beginning July 1. 


— The camper must pay a $2 


fee to reserve a campsite and, in 
addition, must pay the standard 
National Parks campsite rental, 
ranging from $1 to $4 a night. 


— Reservations may be made 


in any of three ways. One way is 
by writing to Park Reservation 
System, P.O. Box 1976, Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa 52406, or to any of 
the 21 parks in the reservation 
system,requesting a reservation 
in a specific park on specific 
dates. The applicant should not 
send payment with this request; 


he will be asked to pay when the 
reservation is assigned, by 
return mail. 


— Campers may also call the 


toll-free number 800-553-6425 or, 
if that is busy, the toll-charge 
number 319-365-4348. Reser- 
vations will be immediately 
assigned during the phone call 
and may be paid either during 
the call by charging fees to credit 
cards accepted by the reserva- 
tion stystem, or by mail. 


— After July 1, campers pre- 


sent in any of the 21 parks can 
make reservations and pay the 


fees on the spot for all of the 
other parks in the reservation 
system.

Hong Kong (DPI) — Typhoon 


Dinah sideswiped Hong Kong 
Wednesday with 70-mile-an-hour 
winds that closed down many 
plane, bus and ferryboat services 
in the crown colony and whipped 
up 18-foot waves out at sea.

48 persons and left 39 missing in 
a devastating rampage across the 
Philippines.

Kong. However, violent squalls 
and about two inches of rain 
were expected in Hong Kong. 


At least eight incoming flights 


scheduled to land at Hong 
Kong's Kai Tak international air- 
port from various Asian points 
were either canceled or 
diverted. The colony's bus and 
ferry services also reported 
cancellations and suspension of 
service on some runs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Star­ 
ting Saturday, vacationers can 
begin reserving campsites in 21 
national parks by telephone or 
by mail, the National Park Ser­ 
vice announced Wednesday. 
After last year's successful 
experiment with campsite reser­ 
vations, the Park Service has 
expanded the program to cover 


some 9.500 campsites, about 63 
per cent of the total campsites in 
the 21 parks. 
The percentage available in 
each park ranges from 34 per 
cent in Sequoia National Park up 
to 100 per cent of the campsites 
in nine parks 
A Park Service spokesman 
said unreserved campsites would

The computerized reservation 
system will be managed by Park 
Reservation System, Inc., a new 
corporation awarded a five-year 
contract. 
The Park Service said the 
reservation system will work this 
way; 
— Park Reservation System 
will accept applications for 
campsite reservations beginning 
this Saturday, June 15, and 
reservations will be effective 
beginning July 1. 


— The camper must pay a $2 
fee to reserve a campsite and, in 
addition, must pay the standard 
National Parks campsite rental, 
ranging from $1 to $4 a night. 


— Reservations may be made 
in any of three ways. One way is 
by writing to Park Reservation 
System, P.O. Box 1976, Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa 52406, or to any of 
the 21 parks in the reservation 
system,requesting a reservation 
in a specific park on specific 
dates. The applicant should not 
send payment with this request ; 


he will be asked to pay when the 
reservation is assigned, by 
return mail. 
— Campers may also call the 
toll-free number 800-553-8425 
or, 
if that is busy, the toll-charge 
number 319-365-4348. 
Reser­ 
vations will be immediately 
assigned during the phone call 
and may be paid either during 
the call by charging fees to credit 
cards accepted by the reserva­ 
tion stystem. or by mail. 
— After July 1, campers pre­

Hong Kong (UPI) — Typhoon 
Dinah sideswiped Hong Kong 
Wednesday with 70-mile-an-hour 
winds that closed down many 
plane, bus and ferryboat services 
in the crown colony and whipped 
up 18-foot waves out at sea 
On Tuesday the typhoon killed 
48 persons and left 39 missing in 
a devastating rampage across the 
Philippines. 


The royal observatory said 
shortly 
after 
nightfall 
Wednesday that the eye of the 
typhoon was headed for China ^ 
Hainan Island about 260 miles 
west-southwest of Hong Kong. 
Dinah was expected to hit 
Hainan Thursday. 
An observatory spokesman 
said that if the typhoon kept 
heading toward Hainan it would 
not come much closer to Hong 
Kong. However, violent squalls 
and about two inches of rain 
were expected in Hong Kong. 
At least eight incoming flights 
scheduled to land at Hong 
Kong's Kai Tak international air­ 
port from various Asian points 
were either canceled or 
diverted. The colony’s bus and 
ferry services also reported 
cancellations and suspension of 
service on some runs.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Candy bars, puddings 


and other "empty calorie" foods could be 
enriched with protein and 19 vitamins and 
minerals under a'.'new Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration rule proposed Wednesday. 


But in announcing its fourth major package of 


food regulations in "18 months, the agency set 
forth some guidelines to prevent overfortifica- 
tion. 
,;; 


"These guidelines will assure that nutrition 


labeling is not exploited or abused by those who 
would seek to gairi"unfair promotional advan- 
tage or promote a worthless food as something 
it is not," FDA Commissioner Alexander M. 
Schmidt said. 


"They will prevent an irrational nutritional 


horsepower race," he told the news briefing. 


Schmidt said the approximately 70 new 


federal rules on nutritional quality and labeling 
are designed to address the world's growing 
reliance on fabricated as opposed to natural 
foods. 
\'' 


The FDA said it would allow fortification of 


foods under the following condition: 


— If it is covered by a so-called "recipe" rule, 


as in the case og iron-enriched bread, or a 
nutritional guideline/for classes of foods such as 
hot and cold breakfast cereals. 


—To make a substitute food nutritionally 


equivalent to the food it is desiped to replace, 
such as imitation orange juice. 


—To restore nutrients lost in processing, as hi 


the case of dehydrated potatoes which lose most 
of their natural Vitamin C content. 


—To make "empty calorie" foods more 


valuable provided that, if a manufacturer 
chooses this option, he adds protein and specific 
amounts of 19 nutrients. 


The first three packages of more than 50 food 


regulations are going into effect at the end of 
this year. But FDA general counsel Peter B. 
Hutt said the new ones probably will be 
delayed, since the public and industry are being 
given 60 days to comment and they require new 
labels for many foods. 


Nutritional quality guidelines would be es- 


tablished for tiie first tune for hot and cold 
breakfast cereals, farina cereals and flour: 
"main dish" products such as tuna casseroles an 
pizza, formulated meal replacements such a 
Metrecal, breakfast juice beverages and tomat 
juice. 


The juices could have Vitamin C added to 


make them comparable in food value to orange 
juice without being labeled imitations, within 
specific limits. 


Meat substitutes made from soybeans would 


have to meet specific nutritional levels, and be 
labeled to make it "absolutely clear to the 
purchasing consumer that it is not meat," Hutt 
said. 


GM Increases Price Again 


Detroit (UPl£?- General 


IVfctors Corp. Wednesday in- 
creased the price of its 1974- 
model cars and'.trucks an 
average of $118, "or 2.4%, by 
making previously optional 
equipment standard on many 
models. 


Neither GM no'fiithe Cost of 


Living Council considered the 
action a price increase since the 
added charges to customers are 
for equipment that was optional. 
Last month, GM raised the retail 
prices of its cars^options and 
destination charges by ?105. 


Together with general price 


increases and the added charges 
for optional equipment made 
standard, GM's cars and trucks 
now carry a price tag $546 higher 
than they carriedlaC.the end of 
the 1973-modelr;y'ear last 


summer. Of that figure, $152 
covers options made standard. 


The new prices become effec- 


tive with cars built on or after 
next Monday, a GM spokesman 
said. The equipment being made 
standard includes steel belted 
radial tires, power steering and 
GM's high energy ignition (HEI) 
system. 


"We don't consider this a 


price increase because there is 
added value to the customer," 
said a GM spokesman. "The 
steel radial tires offer gas 
savings and longer tire life and. 
the HEI system --reduces 
maintenance requirements." 


Steel belted radial tires will be 


standard on all Oldsmobile 
models and the HEI system will 
be standard on all Cutlass, 
Cutlass Supreme, Vista Cruiser, 
Delta 88 and Delta 88 Royale 


series Oldsmobiles. 


At Pontiac, steel belted radial 


tires will be standard on all 
models^ and power steering will 
becoihie 
5 standard on the,LeMans 


Safari, Luxury LeMans and 
Luxury LeMans Safari models. 


Chevrolet will make steel 


belted radial tires standard on 
all cars but the subcompact 
Vega. The HEI system will

Also on Wednesday the Senate 


passed, 92 to 0, a ?2.2 billion ap- 
propriation bill \for energy 
research and development. 


This is a 64 per cent increase 


over the amount voted last year 
by Congress and is part of the ef- 
fort to speed achieving self- 
sufficiency in energy. 


The appropriations bill is 


designed to speed up federal 
programs of energy research and 
development, particularly in the 
fields of atomic energy and coal 
gasification and liquefaction. 


Of the total funds, almost $1.5 


billion is earmarked for the 
Atomic Energy Commission for 
such varied work as nuclear 
reactor' safety, biomedical and 


environmental research, nuclear 
fusion, and the liquid metal fast 
breeder reactor. 


And over half a billion is for 


expanded coal and mining 
research by the Interior Depart- 
ment. The National Science 
Foundation would receive $101 
million for solar and geothermal 
energy research and other types 
of studies. 


The bill as previously passed 


by the House totaled about $60 
million more and now will go to 
a Senate-House conference com- 
mittee for adjustment of 
differences. 


The Senate rejected, 67-22, an

Chicago (AP) — A Kansas 


wheat growers

NPPD Opposed To Conditions

Nebraska Public Power-District 


(NPPD) attorney Robert Crosby said 
Wednesday he fully expected a heating 
officer for the State Department of En- 
vironmental Control (DEC) to side with 
the Sierra Club in the dispute over pollu- 
tion control devices for the Gerald 
Gentleman Power Station. 


However, he said in an interview that 


he is still "highly hopeful" the acting 
DEC director will overrule the 
recommendation denying NPPD a per- 
mit to operate the plant and approve 
plans for the 650-megawatt power plant 
on Sutherland Reservoir. 


In a 15-page document released 


Wednesday, hearing officer Duane 
Nelson said NPPD should either install a 
"scrubber" to remove sulfur dioxide and 
particulates or produce more data on the 
sulfur content of the coal to be burned 
prior to any permit approval. 


Called Unreasonable 


Crosby said NPPD rejects both con- 


ditions spelled out by Nelson, saying they 
are unreasonable. 


"Since the beginning of the hearings, 


we have anticipated an adverse 
recommendation from the hearing of- 
ficer," he said. "At the outset, Ms bias 
was apparent." 


When asked why NPPD did not object 


to Nelson serving as hearing officer, 
Crosby said he had hoped "some 
amelioration" in Nelson's attitudes 
would occur as the hearings progressed. 


Crosby said Nelson displayed "an 


amazing disconcern for the potsibly 
needless costs that would be imposed" if 
a scrubber were installed. Cost estimates 
for a scrubber range from |30-$70 
million; NPPD presently plans to invest 
more than $170 million in the plant. 


Club Objected 


Nelson, a former director of the State 


Crime Commission and a practicing Lin- 
coln attorney, was picked for the tem- 
porary post after the Sierra Club objected 
to plans for DEC attorney Richard 
Hansen to preside as the hearing officer. 
Hansen said Nelson was chosen for the 
job, after an inquiry was made through 
the State Bar Association for an attorney 
with time and trial experience. 


The final decision now rests with Ac- 


ting DEC Director George Ludwig who 
can weigh Nelson's recommendation as 
much or little as he desires. Hansen said 
Ludwig hopes to have a decision by mid- 
July. 


John Gale, a North Platte attorney for 


the Platte Valley Sierra Club, hailed 
Nelson's findings, which he said vin- 
dicated the concerns of Sierra Club 
members. 


"I felt the ruling was wholly justified 


by the facts as presented," Gale said. 
"NPPD clearly failed to meet the burden 
of proof." 


He said Nelson offered NPPD 


"reasonable alternatives" to bring the 
plant into compliance. 


No More Data 


NPPD has been unable to produce ad- 


ditional data on the low-sulphur coa. 


which will be supplied tb it by Atlantic- 
Kcnfield Co. (ARCO) from its Blade 
Thunder mine near Gillette, Wyo., on the 
grounds that it would divulge trade 
secrets. 


During the hearings, Crosby told 


Nelson, "If we're required to put a 
witness from ARCO on the stand, we'll 
never get a permit." 


Crosby repeated warnings that the state 


could experience a power shortage if the 
plant is not ready by 1977. If Ludwig rules 
against NPPD, Crosby said a 1977 com- 
pletion would be foreclosed. 


Gale said he feels "no sympathy" for 


NPPD's timetable problems. 


Trying For Two Yean 


"They picked the forum," he said. 


"We've been seeking an environmental 
hearing on the plant for two years, and 
NPPD has known it. We brought the 
issue up 'in hearings before the Power 
Review Board and the Water Resources 
Board." 


He noted that NPPD did not file its 


application for permit to operate the 
plant until February, 1974, only months 
before the construction bids were 
scheduled to be awarded, knowing the 
Sierra Club planned to fight it. 


"They filed the application, and then 


insisted it be expedited so they could 
keep on their schedule," Gale said. He ac- 
cused NPPD of "a complete evasion of 
the state's rules and regulations." 


He said Nelson's findings should carry 


"substantial weight" in Ludwig's ul- 
timate decision.

Cause Fish Kill

It appears that two things fac- 


tored in the heavy fish kill late 
last month at the Cooper 
Nuclear Power Plant in 
southeast Nebraska, Earl Ken- 
die of the State Game Commis- 
sion said Wednesday. 


Kendle, chief of the com- 


mission's research division, said, 
"We cannot say what happened 
without a doubt, but we are 
assuming" that the fish losses 
stemmed from: 


— Construction of a guidewall 


parallel to the water intake 
structure about 14 feet away, 
which created a reverse current 


— A rather significant rise in 


the river level at a time when 
fish normally become very ac- 
tive 


Kendle said the guide wall, 


scheduled for completion about 
this time, is still under construc- 
tion because some of the 
workers building it have been on 
strike 


Even after its completion, "I 


still think losses will be relative- 
ly high when the river is rising," 
he said. 


He added that he is looking 


into the possiblity of making 
some changes in the wall "and"! 
think we could lessen the losses 
quite a bit with these 
modifications." 


The present plan, he said, is to 


cut the wall on a slope so the 
downstream half will be below 
the normal summer river level 
Kendle said cutting the 260-foot 


v wall off below the water level 
farther upstream will be 
explored with officials of the 
Nebraska Public Power District 
(NPPD), which is building the 
plant 


"We hope we can get a 


knowledgeable 
hydraulic 


engineer to be a part of the dis- 
cussion" with NPPD, Kendle 
said. 


About 90% of the fish lost in 


late May were of the rough 
varieties, and Kendle 
emphasized the kill has declined 
to "almost nothing" — six to 
eight pounds a day. 
- At the height of the fish kill 
500 pounds daily were being tost

Wednesday night the state would 
contest Tiemann's decision 
through the courts. 


Tiemann is a former 


Republican governor of 
Nebraska. His decision was con- 
tained in a letter to State 
Engineer Thomas Doyle. A 
Washington source made the 
letter available to the Associated 
Press. 


"We will go with our state at- 


torney general and fight such 
adverse decision," Exon said. 
"Our attorney general is backing 
our position; we will take the 
issue to court and we will prove 
we are right and that the federal 
government is wrong." 


The thrust of Tiemann's letter 


was that Nebraska refused to 
remove the signs, or move them 
back 220 yards from the in- 


_ terstate, and thus was in viola- 


tion of federal regulations. 


"This bureaucrat (Tiemann) 


favors leaving such signs as 
where to set your radio dial 
where they are," Exon said, 
"but wants the tourist informa- 
tion signs moved way back from 
the highway." 


Exon referred to a decision by 


Tiemann that allowed signs 


giving motorists the frequencies 
of local radio stations to remain 
standing. 


"This is a unique situation," 


Exon said. "The state of 
Nebraska has never received the 
official communication from 
federal bureaucrat Tiemann; I 
think this is a carefully laid 
publicity plan on the part of the 
administration and I'm sure 
there is more to this thing than 
meets the eye." 


The signs advertise scenic,

So/ons Debate Education Bill Merits

North Platte — State Senators 


Ramey Whitney of Chappell and 
Jerome Warner of Waverly 
Wednesday debated the merits 
of the state aid to education bill 
before the education committee 
of the Nebraska Stockgrowers 
Association for more than an 
hour without making any ap- 
parent change in the official 
position of the organization. 


The Stockgrowers are gathered 


in North Platte for their 85th an- 
nual state convention. 


Traditionally, the stock- 


growers have opposed state aid 
to education. However, the 
group supported the concept in 
the last two sessions of the 
Legislature, apparently because 
they felt state aid was preferable 
to. federal aid. 


Both senators presented 


reams of data and charts giving 
their versions of how the bill 
would affect taxes in various 
parts of Nebraska. 


Taxes Debated 


The debate was limited to the 


effect on taxes. There was no 


discussion as to the bill's effect 
on the quality of education. 


One committee member 


described the discussion as in- 
teresting, but said "now I'm 
more confused than ever." 


Warner told the poup that he 


found himself in western 
Nebraska telling cattlemen that 
the bill won't take all their 
money to Lincoln and Omaha, 
while he has to tell people in the 
eastern part of the state the bill 
won't take all of their money to 
the ranch part of the state. 


-No Cost Effect 


Whitney told the committee 


the bill would increase the 
overall cost of education, while 
Warner said state aid would not 
affect the total cost of education. 


Warner informed the group 


the.bill would "give more people 
of the state a chance to con- 
tribute to the cost of education 
instead of only property owners 
paying the cost of running 
schools." 


Whitney claimed "nearly half 


of the school districts will not 
experience any real property tax 
relief."

About the only thing the two 


lawmakers did agree on was that 
local school boards needed more 
authority over teachers so they 
can discharge a teacher for doing 
a poor job. 


No Resolution 


What action the Stockgrowers 


will take at their business 
sessions Thursday and Friday 
remains to be seen, but for the 
moment no one on the com- 
mittee has presented a resolu- 
tion either supporting or op- 
posing the bill.

Jeep Overturns; Man Injured 


Omaha (AP) — Patrolman 


Thomas Mainelli will appeal his 
dismissal, but how soon the 
appeal will be filed and on what 
grounds have not yet been 
decided, his attorney said 
Wednesday.

Tuesday, Chief Andersen said 


the dismissal, which will be-

"excellent interaction" with law 


enforcement agencies, said that 
many of those being served at 
the center on an outpatient basis 
in the last two months came by 
referrals from courts. 


He said the outreach worker is 


needed to find clients that won't 
come to the center on referrals 
from courts or law enforcement 
agencies.

from the Region n Crime Com- 
mission. It s boundaries will not 
be affected under the proposal. 


More Planning 


Boundary changes and con- 


solidations are only two of 
several changes planned for 
regional crime commissions. 
Charles 
Huff, executive- 


secretary of the Region U Crime 
Commission, said that the region 
will be expected to triple or 
perhaps quadruple its planning 
function. 


Willey told the commission 


that the "feds" have been urging 
more planning at the local "level 
for the last three years. 


"We can't do it with 26 or 16 


regions," he said. There had 
originally been 26 regional crime 
commissions in the state, but 
voluntary consolidations have 
brought the total down to 16. 


Another requirement being 


placed on regions is that the 
majority of its members be 
elected officials. The 25-member 
Region n Crime Commission 
presently has only 9 members 
who are elected officials. 


Huff also told the commission 


that in line with a call for in- 
creased planning, funds will be 
made available to regional crime 
commissions to hire full-time 
staff persons and secretarial 
help. 


Willey said money will be 


provided 
without local 


matching. If additional funds are 
needed for studies and research, 
he said, funds may be granted by 


the State Crime Commission 
with a local match of 10%.

Middlemen Cited As Key 
To Current Beef Glut 


By H. J. Anderson 
Star Staff Writer 


Action aimed at middlemen 


rather than beef imports would 
best alleviate a current glut of 
beef, the national administrator 
of the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service said in 
Lincoln Wednesday. 


Beef imports amount only to 


about one and a half percent of 
the beef consumed in the United 
States, Kenneth E. Prick told 
reporters at a news conference. 


Their elimination would hard- 


ly affect the current beef 
market, Prick said, and could 
later have bad ramifications. 


Frick was in Lincoln most of 


Wednesday as part of a 
Midwestern trip to see the 
effects of large spring rains and 
the success of operating ASCS 
programs. 


He said he supports Nebraska 


Congressman Dave Martin's bill 
to eliminate imports because it 
offers the Congress a chance to 
study the issue and definitely 
eliminate imports as the 
problem. 


A conference scheduled for 


Monday in Washington D.C. will 
discuss the role of the 
middleman in the current beef 
situation, Prick said. 


But he said he is already con- 


vinced they are at least an 
aggravating factor. 


"Beef prices in meat counters 


obviously should have come 
down more" with the recent 
drop in wholesale beef prices, 
Frick said. 


"Stores were squeezed during 


the price freezes and they may 
be trying to make that up now," 
Fricke said. 


Reduced beef prices entice 


consumption, needed now to 
clear out surplus beef and bring 
the market back to reasonable 
size, he said. 


He predicted beef and pork 


growers will see better prices 
this fall. 


Fricke said he opposes 


suggestions to control farm 
exports. 


That tells international dealers 


that we don't want to trade 
anymore, he said, including 
coffee, bananas, Toyotas and 
televisions. 


Despite projections of a 5% 


cut in the current wheat crop, 
Fricke said grain producers are 
still in good shape. 


The projections are based on 


heavy spring rains. Frick termed 
the erosion he saw in Iowa 
"some of the worst in recent 
history." 


The projected 2.1 billion 


bushel crop is still four times the 
amount consumed for food an- 
nually in the United States, he 
said. 


He said it is still too early to 


estimate the corn crop. 


Frick said the United States 


must stop playing its 40-year role 
as a "free storage warehouse" 
for the world. 


"For too long we stood the 


cost of storage and the farmers 
stood the cost of lower prices," 
he said. It is time for other 
developed nations to snare the 
load, he said. 


Developing countries may be 


helped through multilateral aid 
from the world's major coun- 
tries, he said. 


The U.S. government should 


keep a small reserve, bought at 
harvest time, for food aid and 
emergency programs, he said. 


Private interests in the United 


States should store their own 
grains, as well, he said. 


In 1969, the Commodity Credit 


Corp. stored 90% of the grains 
being stored in the U.S., Frick 
said. This year, it is all being 
stored privately, he said. 


"It shows they (private in- 


terests) can carry it if they wish 
to," he said. 


Frick said he was very im- 


pressed with Nebraska's Natural 
Resource District scheme. 


The state has been divided 


into 24 districts to combine all 
conservation and watershed 
projects. 


"I really think this is the way 


it should be done," Frick said.

Court Upholds Regents' 
Abortion Case Authority 


Omaha (AP) — The University 


of Nebraska Board of Regents 
may institute termination 
proceedings against any fullttme 
medical faculty member who 
performs abortions outside un- 
iversity or university-approved 
facilities, a Federal District 
Court ruling Wednesday said. 


Senior Federal District Court 


Judge Richard E. Robinson 
made the ruling in a court fight 
between the regents and two 
faculty member doctors, Mar- 
vin Dietrich and G. William Orr. 


The doctors maintained that 


university restrictions last year 
on the number of abortions per- 
formed by UNO Medical Center 
faculty members infringed upon 
their rights. 


The university contended the 


doctors violated the terms of 
their contracts by performing 
unauthorized abortions. 


Robinson enjoined the Medi- 


cal Center from limiting abor- 
tions to 15 per week but ruled 
that the regents have the right to 
set a reasonable figure that 
would ensure adequate teaching 
methods. 


Robinson also said the Medi- 


cal Center cannot set up a spe- 
cial program to handle profes- 
sional fees for abortions. 


The doctors want to be 


placed on parttime faculty 
status, which would permit them 
to perform abortions at a private 
out-patient clinic they operate 
off campus. 


They filed the suit last year 


after regents placed them on 
full time status, which made 
them ineligible to performs 
abortions at their private facil- 
ity.

Middlemen Cited As Key 
To Current Beef Glut 


By H. J. Anderson 
Star Staff Writer 
Action aimed at middlemen 
rather than beef imports would 
best alleviate a current glut of 
beef, the national administrator 
of the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service said in 
Lincoln Wednesday. 
Beef imports amount only to 
about one and a half percent of 
the beef consumed in the United 
States, Kenneth E. Frick told 
reporters at a news conference. 
Their elimination would hard­ 
ly affect the current beef 
market, Frick said, and could 
later have bad ramifications. 
Frick was in Lincoln most of 
Wednesday as part of a 
Midwestern trip to see the 
effects of large spring rains and 
the success of operating ASCS 
programs 
He said he supports Nebraska 
Congressman Dave Martin’s bill 
to eliminate imports because it 
offers the Congress a chance to 
study the issue and definitely 
eliminate imports as the 
problem 


A conference scheduled for 
Monday in Washington D C will 
discuss the role of the 
middleman in the current beef 
situation, Frick said. 
But he said he is already con­ 
vinced they are at least an 
aggravating factor 


“Beef prices in meat counters 
obviously should have come 
down more" with the recent 
drop in wholesale beef prices, 
Frick said. 
“Stores were squeezed during 
the price freezes and they may 
be trying to make that up now,” 
Fricke said. 
Reduced beef prices entice 
consumption, needed now to 
clear out surplus beef and bring 
the market back to reasonable 
size, he said. 
He predicted beef and pork 
growers will see better prices 
this fall. 
Fricke said he opposes 
suggestions to control farm 
exports 
That tells international dealers 
that we don’t want to trade 
anymore, he said, including 
coffee, bananas, Toyotas and 
televisions. 
Despite projections of a 5% 
cut in the current wheat crop, 
Fricke said grain producers are 
still in good shape 
The projections are based on 
heavy spring rains. Frick termed 
the erosion he saw in Iowa 
"some of the worst in recent 
history ” 
The projected 2.1 billion 
bushel crop is still four times the 
amount consumed for food an­ 
nually in the United States, he 
said 
He said it is still too early to 


estimate the corn crop. 
Frick said the United States 
must stop playing its 40-year role 
as a "free storage warehouse” 
for the world. 
"For too long we stood the 
cost of storage and the farmers 
stood the cost of lower prices,” 
he said. It is time for other 
developed nations to share the 
load, he said 
Developing countries may be 
helped through multilateral aid 
from the world’s major coun­ 
tries. he said. 
The U.S. government should 
keep a small reserve, bought at 
harvest time, for food aid and 
emergency programs, he said. 
Private interests in the United 
States should store their own 
grains, as well, he said. 


In 1969. the Commodity Credit 
Corp. stored 90% of the grains 
being stored in the U.S.. Frick 
said. This year, it is all being 
stored privately, he said. 
"It shows they (private in­ 
terests) can carry it if they wish 
to," he said. 
Frick said he was very im­ 
pressed with Nebraska’s Natural 
Resource District scheme. 
The state has been divided 
into 24 districts to combine all 
conservation and watershed 
projects 
“I really think this is the way 
it should be done,” Frick said

Court Upholds Regents' 
Abortion Case Authority 


Omaha (AP) — The University 
of Nebraska Board of Regents 
may institute termination 
proceedings against any fulltime 
medical faculty member who 
performs abortions outside un­ 
iversity or university-approved 
facilities, a Federal District 
Court ruling Wednesday said. 


Senior Federal District Court 
Judge Richard E 
Robinson 
made the ruling in a court fight 
between the regents and two 
faculty member doctors, Mar­ 
vin Dietrich and G William Orr. 


The doctors maintained that 
university restrictions last year 
on the number of abortions per­ 
formed by UNO Medical Center 
faculty members infringed upon 
their rights. 
The university contended the 
doctors violated the terms of 
their contracts by performing 
unauthorized abortions 
Robinson enjoined the Medi­ 
cal Center from limiting abor­ 
tions to 15 per week but ruled 
that the regents have the right to 
set a reasonable figure that 
would ensure adequate teaching 
methods. 


Robinson also said the Medi­ 
cal Center cannot set up a spe­ 
cial program to handle profes­ 
sional fees for abortions. 
The 
doctors 
want 
to be 
placed on parttime faculty 
status, which would permit them 
to perform abortions at a private 
out-patient clinic they operate 
off campus. 


They filed the suit last year 
after regents placed them on 
lull time status, which made 
them ineligible to performs 
abortions at their private facil­ 
ity-
